Every one knows—but people some- 
times forget—that back of diplomacy 
is always the implied threat of force, 
of some sort of compulsion to be ap- 
plied in the last resort. In business 
there is the law to appeal to, but 
when nations dispute they cannot go 
to law, because at present what is 
called international law is merely in- 
ternational usage. The “law” is 
changed by the creation of new prece- 
dents — that is, by successful viola- 
tions of previous usage. Nations may 
threaten to gain their ends either to 
go to war or use some form of eco- 
fomic pressure. The fate of China 
and Persia shows what happens to 
nations whose diplomacy is not 
backed up by potential force. 

In saying that Britain's arrest of 
neutral ships and interference with 
neutral -commerce are a bluff, I mean 
that if any ‘one of the five countries 
named above threatened Britain with 
war if she did not modify her pro- 
cedure the government here would 
back down provided it were con- 
vinced that the protesting neutral in- 
tended to ht. But Britain's bluff is 
most unlikely to be called, for her 
statesmen keep their fingers on the 
pulse of popular feeling in the neu- 
tral countries, knowing that no gov- 
ernment of the five nations concerned 
will threaten war unless its people 
want war, and taking care to do noth- 
ing that will arouse the war fever 
against the mistress of the seas. 


IMPORTANCE TO ALLIES. 


The importance to the allies of 
stopping leakage through neutral 
countries into Germany is very great, 
but the amount of leakage which 
would result in the event of the griev- 
ances of the North Sea neutrals being 
met would not be so great as to jus- 
tify Britain in permitting a new army 
to enter the fleld against the Entente. 
This discussion is academic, but im- 
portant. There is not one chance in 
a hundred of any one of the five coun- 
tries mentioned, except Sweden, go- 
ing to war with England, but the 
military possibility must be consid. 
ered because it underlies present and 
future diplomacy. ‘ 

If Britain refused to meet an ulti- 
matum from Sweden demanding that 
interference with her commerce stop.

FURTHER APPEALS. 


That the President will make fur- 
ther appeals to the country during 
the spring and summer is admitted, 
for he feels he must defend the poli- 
cies he has pursued, before the voters.

FOURTH MARCH. 


Delegates to the Chicago Convention to 
be Selected by the G. O. P. 


Meeting of Self-styled “Independents,” Ashamed of the 
Sobriquet “Progressive,” a Rump Affair in the St. Fran- 
cis Hotel — Regulars Decline to be Programmed by Guy 
T. Earl and a Telephone Line to Johnsons Rookery. 


AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Feb. 26.—Declining 
to be programmed by a rump cor 


vention called and presided over by 


Guy T. Earl, Hiram Johnson's politi- 
cal lleutenant for Alameda county, the 
Executive Committee of the State Re- 
publican Committee issued a call to- 
day for a conference of 1200 Repub- 
lican delegates to be held in San 
Francisco Saturday, March 4, for the 
purpose of nominating a Republican 
delegation to the Chicago national 
convention, 

The membership of the conference 
will consist of members of the State 
Republican Committee, of the Re- 
publican Executive Committee and of 
each Republican County Committee 
in California. The conference next 
Saturday will name twenty-six candi- 


dates who will be placed on the Re- 
publican primary ballot by petition, 
eonforming to the requirements of 
the State primary law. 

A JOHNSON COMEDY. 


During the day the political situa- 
tion was enlivened by a cheap com- 
edy of the Johnson forces that tried 
vainiy a week ago to secure a fifty- 
fifty break with the regular Repub- 
licans on the Chicago delegation. 

A Trump convention staged as a 
gathering of “independent Repub- 
licans’” was held in the St. Francis 
Hotel. It consisted chiefly of Guy T. 
Earl and a desk telephone connected 
by long distance with Sacramento. 
Too great eagerness on the part of 
the Bulletin, a Progressive organ here, 
to be first with the news exposed the 
plot. The rump convention was an 
nounced to meet at 10 o’clock. It was 
more than an hour late in assemblina 
and before it had been called to or- 
der the Bulletin was on the street with 
the full list of delegates which the 
conference pretended later Ato select 
after a full and free discussion, and 
with no attempt to present any pro- 
gramme or state. 

KEESLING A SPECTATOR. 

Chairman Francis V. Keesling of 
the State Republican Committee at- 
tended as an auditor the rump con- 
vention in the morning. He 8 
that the convention could not expec 
to restore harmony in the Republican 
party if it ignored the regularly 
elected organizations of that party. 
He said that the conference could best 
proceed by appointing a committee to 
confer with the Republican Executive 
Committee, which would meet in the 
afternoon. 

“We can regard the St. Francis 
meeting simply as we would any other, 
meeting of Republicans in the State,” 
said Keesling later. The delegates 
are named just as half a million other 
citizens might style themselves dele- 
gates.

COMMITTEE MEETING. 

At the afternoon session of the Re- 
publican Executive Committee, the 
committeemen were notified that a 
committee had been appointed to con- 


fer with them concerning the selec- | 


tion of a delegation to the Chicago 
convention that would harmonize all 
wings of the Republican party in the 
State. This suggestion was the oc- 
casion of a lively debate. 


 FREDERICKS'S STATEMENT. 
Following is the text of a state- 
ment presented to the Executive 


Committee by Capt. John D. Fred- 
ericks of Los Angeles: 

“I would like to express to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee the hope that there 
will not be any sentiment expressed 
at your adjourned meeting Saturday 
which will tend to keep alive the bit- 
terness which has existed between the 
Republican and Progressive 
We were once all one family, and fam- 
ily quarrels are ‘generally the bit- 
terest and the hardest to efface. 

“I do not criticize your resolution 
refusing to divide the Republican del- 
egation to tha Chicago convention 
with the Progressives. It is unalter- 
ably a correct position. Nor do I see 
any reason to criticize the Progressive 
leaders who may have made such a 
suggestion. 

“There is on the part of Progres- 
sives and Republicans alike a strong 
desire for coalition. There is no dis- 
puting that fact, and no desire to 
@ispute it by either side. The rea- 
son ig the simple one which brings 
people together in united effort. 
That is, a common desire to accom- 
plish a common purpose—in this case, 
the defeat of the present Democratic 
administration, and the establish- 
ment in its pla of*one that could 
easily be satisfactory to both Pro- 
gressives and Rephblicans. 

“It is one of the commonest ex- 
periences of life to see two people 
or factions, with the desire to get to- 
gether, struggling on in separate and 
ineffectual effort, because neither 
side is willing to have it said that 
they made the first advance. Espe- 
cially is this the case between people 
who have once been associated. There 
are few of us fortunate enought not 
to be able from experience to recog- 
nize this characteristic. However, 
there is little doubt what wil! result 
unless this coalition occurs, and oc- 
curs in good faith. Absolute open- 


mess and frank, fair dealing in the 


open alone can accomplish the result 
that both hope for. 

“Recognizing our common desire in 
the coming election, the only thing 
that stands in our way is personal an- 
tipathy toward the leaders in each 
party by the members of the other. 
That feeling is just as strong as the 
desire for Democratic defeat. There 
is no use moralizing about it, it ex- 
ists in both parties, and it 18 natural 
and very human. A little patriotism 
on the part of the leaders of both, 
however, can eliminate that obstacle. 

The fact that the Progressive party 
has set its meeting for the same time 
and place that the Republican party 


has, can have but one meaning, a step. 


toward coalition, and a desire for it. 
While the Republican party is not 
bound to notice it, I think it will be 
the part of wisdom to have it in 
mind as furnishing a suitable op- 
portunity for the Republican party to 
nominate a candidate who would at 
least not be ‘personally offensive to 
the members of the Progressive con- 
vention. Much will depend on this 
occasion. It furnishes a logical 
method of procedure, and this time 
and opportunity should be awaited by 
both sides. and not anticipated by an 
endeavor of one party to control the 
selection of the delégates to the con- 
vention of the other party. 


“If the Republican delegation is 


composed of strong Republicans whose 


party loyalty cannot be questioned, 


and the Progressives are truly repre- 
sentative of their party, and these ts 

elements, each fairly representing the 
extreme views of thelr own organiza- 


tion, can get together at Chicago, 


the masses of both parties will fol- 
low and abide by their choice, and suc- 
cess will be assured, and the common 
doctrine in which we both believe wil! 
triumph, to the great advantage and 
prosperity of the nation. If, however: 
the delegates to these two conventions 
do not fairly represent their parties. 
the masseg will not follow their lead, 
nor ratify their selection. 

“By the peculiar conditions of our 
primary law, a well organized machine 
can strongly influence the selection of 
delegates from parties other than its 
own. But by such an attempt, bitter- 
ness will be engendered, which will 
lead to wt or defeat. 

“My sufgestion.is this, let the Re- 
publicans and Progressives alike stick 
to their own party, and send men 
strong in their respective faiths to 
Chicago——men who will truly repre- 
sent them, and leave the result to 
their patriotism and judgment. 

“As to the manner of selecting these 
delewates, the Progressives need, and 


doubtless would ‘accept no suggestion. 


and I would venture none. But as to 
the Republican party, the task is not 
o easy. There are many minds, but 
all might be willing to accept wise 
selections, if they felt they had a 
hand in that selection, but not other- 
wise, At the same time unless there 


‘is a general centralization on some 


group of ~twenty-six names, success 
will be jeopardized. 

“My suggestion is this: I believe 
the entire State Committee to be fair- 
ly representative, and would suggest 


that either the entire State Central 


Committee be called together to act 
as a nominating committee, or that 
some fair and represeMtative system 
of convention should be called, in 
order that the attention of the party 
shall be centered. I cannot believe 
the Progressive party, by endeavor- 


ing to dominate our primaries, will be 


unttise enough to renew and reawaken 
hostilities and bitter strife at a time 
when their efforts should be in the 
opposite direction. But if they 
should, we will be prepared to meet 
organization with centralized oppost- 
tion, and while the result of such 
a contest on the general election 
might be fatal, so far as this State 
is concerned, no matter which side 
wins the delegates, the Republicans 
could not be censored for creating 
hostilities engendered by endeavoring

A JOHNSON AFFAIR. 
A. T. St. Sure of Berkeley zald that 
he had read the call of the St. Fran- 
cis rump conference and that he had 
attended the morning session. 
“It had very much the appesrance 
of a Johnson meeting with a thin coat 
of veneer,” said St. Sure. “I am of 
the opinion that we should proceed 
to call a State-wide conference of 
Republicans and permit tem to 
nominate a delegation to the Chicago 


| convention.” 


He said that the membership 
should be restricted to those Republie- 
ans who have been named by tne 
electors of the ‘alifornia State or 
county con:imitteemen. 

W. B. Mixon of Woodlands sug- 
gested that the State Executive Com- 
mittee should recognize the fact that 
a committee had been appointed by a 
committee of alleged Republicans at 
a conference during the morning and 
moved that a committee be appointed 
to confer with the Earl Committee. 
The Executive Committee adjourned 
for an hour to permit-a conference of 
the two special committees. Then 
followed a star chamber meeting in 
an upstairs bedroom of the Palace 
Hotel, a meeting which. Mr. Earl in- 
sisted should be executive. The Eari- 
Johnson committeemen presented 
their list of twenty-six delegates, 
which had been prepared and ap- 
proved before the rump convention 
was called. He said that they might 
be willing to change two or three 
that his committee was empowered to 
make as many changes as they deemed 
proper in the personnel of the delega- 
tion, in other words, they offered their 
list of delegates for barter and trade. 
After taking one good look at the list, 
the Republican committeemen re- 
turned to the Executive Committee 
conference and presented a resolution 
calling for the State-wide conference 
next Saturday. 

PROBABLE G.O.P. ATTITUDE. 

The attitude which the State Com- 
mittee will take towards the St. Fran- 
cis delegation will probably be that 
the twenty-six Johnson-Earl delegates 
have been suggested for the consid- 
eration of the State convention. They 
will be regarded as possible candi- 
dates, just as will be every other name 
that will be submitted next Saturday. 
But no attempt will de made to pro- 
gramme the Republican convention to 
adopt aby of them. They will not 
even have the status of nominations 
before the Republican State-wide con- 
ference. 

In fact, the whole proceeding today 
resembled the opening of a prize fight, 
when the principals meet in the center 
of the r and shake hands before 
the slugging begins 8 


Republican leaders say tonight that 
there seems little prospect of any 
agreemezt between the two confer- 
ences. The Johnson-Earl lst of 
‘delegates comprises a motley crew. 
It is composed of five that might be 
classed as genuine Republicans, and 
twenty-one that are known to be will- 
ing to vote for Johnson for anything 
from President of the United States 
down to doorkeeper of the Chicago 
Republican Convention. 

Despite the fact that the rump con- 
vention was packed carefully by Earl 
and Lissner and no one was permitted 
to participate whom Earl had not 
named in his call, enough genuine 
Republicans attended the session and 
insisted on speaking to expose fully 
the sham pretense under which the 
Johnson forces worked. The morning 
papers announced that it would be 
an open meeting of Republicans and 
a delegation of members of the Re- 
publican Central Committee of Ala- 
meda County attended. When the mo- 
tion was made to have eleven persons 
appointed by Chairman Earl name 
the twenty-six delegates, a storm of 
protest rose from the Alameda 
County seats that threatened to blow 
the rump off the convention, 

“This meeting was called as a con- 
ference of Republicans,“ challenged 
Committeeman Crosly of Oakland. 
“The Republican party has always 
been guided by it duly organized 
nation. If you are going to jam 
through a resolution like that in a 
packed conference, then your acts be- 
lie your words. In place of seeking 
harmony you are taking the most cer- 
tain means to prevent the rank and file 
in the State from getting together.” 

Half a dozen other speakers fol- 
lowed,, each one condemning in 


committee to take arbitrarally upon 
itself the power of naming the twen- 
ty-six delegates to Chicago. 80 vie- 
lent became the storm that Chairman 
Earl was soon flying signals of dis- 
tress, One of the Johnson satellites 
who acted as a Simon lIegree over 
the 1915 Legislature sent a hasty 
note to the chairman. Earl read it 
and straightened up. “Action here 
must be limited strictly to those who 
are named in the call,” he said. Sec- 
retary Seaborn of the Alameda coun- 
ty Republican County Committee 
started to speak. “I must rule you 
out of order,” called Earl. “Your 
nz: is not on the list.” i 

Ex-Senator Boynton sprang to his 
feet, “I am here as a delegate,” he 
called, “and I have a right to voice 
my protest to the character of the 
resolution just offered. That does not 
mean harmony, but disruption. Such 
action can never bring together con- 
tending factions. There is a sincere 
desire among thousands of Repub- 
licana tn the State for harmony, but 
it cannot be secured in this way. 1 
sincerely hope that the resolution 
will be withdrawn and that we shall 
take some action looking to place us 
in harmony with the Republican 
State Central Committee.“ 

Other delegates voiced similar ob- 
jections, and Chairman Earl's nerv- 
ousness visibly increased. In the list 
sent out there were included about 
half a dozen men who are not tarred 
by the Johnson stick and these all 
objected to taking part in a packed 
conference. Two delegates were 
standing on their feet seeking for 
recognition from the chair when Earl 
suddenly called: “All in favor of the 
resolution vote ‘aye.’ “ 

The branded delegates responded. 
“All opposed no,“ continued Far! 
hurriedly. There were more noes 

n ayes, for the San Francisco and 
Wee county delegations voted, al- 
thouzh their names were not on the 
list. But Farl announced that the 
resolution w adopted and a hasty 
adjournment was taken. 

Five of the delegates to the alleged 
Republiean conference were members 
of th Progressive coalition in the, last 
Legislature.

What annual river and harbor im- 
provements will be recommended was 
not finally agreed upon. The New- 
lands-Broussard waterways measure 
which would appropriate $60,000,000 
annually, proaDly will be taken as 
the basis for an agreement on that.

A JOHNSON AFFAIR. 

A. T. St. Sure of Berkeley sald that 
he had read the call ot the St. Fran- 
cis rump conference and that he had 
attended the morning session. 

“It had very much the appearatce 
of a Johnson meeting with a thin coat 
of veneer,” said St. Sure. “I am of 
the opinion that we should proceed 
to call a State-wide conference of 
Republicans and rm them tv 
nominate a gation to the Chicago 
convention. 

He said that the membership 
should be restricted to those Republic- 
ans who have been named by tne 
electors of the ‘alifornia State or 
county conimitteemen. 

W. B. Mixon of Woodlands sug- 
gested that the State Executive Com- 
mittee should recognize the fact that 
a committee had been appointed by a 
committee of alleged Republicans at 
a conference during the morning and 
moved that a committee be appointed 
to confer with the Earl Committee. 
Executive Committee adjourhed 
for an hour to permit a conference of 
the two special committees. Then 
followed a star chamber meeting in 
an u bedroom of the Palace 
Hotel, a meeting which Mr. Earl in- 
sisted should be executive. The Earti- 
Johnson committeemen presented 
their list of twenty-six delegates, 
which had been prepared and ap- 
proved before the rump convention 
was called. He said that they might 
be willing to change two or three 
t his committee was empowered to 
make as many changes as they deemed 
proper in the personnel of the delega- 
tion, in other words, they offered their 
list of delegates for barter and trade. 
After taking one good look at the list, 
the Republican committeemen re- 
turned to the Executive Committee 
conference and presented a resolution 
calling for the State-wide conference 
next Saturday. 

PROBABLE G.O.P. ATTITUDE. 

The attitude which the State Com- 
mittee will take towards the St. Fran- 
cis deiegation will probably be that 
the twenty-six Johnson-Earl delegates 
have been suggested for the consid- 
eration. of the State convention. They 
will be regarded as possible candi- 
dates, just as will be every other name 
that will be submitted next Saturday. 
But no attempt will be made to pro- 
gramme the Republican convention to 
adopt any of them. They will not 
even have the status of nominations 
before the Republican State-wide con- 
ference. 

In fact, the whole proceeding today 
resembled the opening of a prize fight, 
when the principals meet in the center 
of the ring and shake hands before 
the slugging begina. : 

THE PROSPECTS. 

Republican leaders say tonight that 
there seems little prospect of any 
agreemegt between the two confer- 
ences. The Johnson-Earl list of 
delegates comprises a motley crew. 
It is composed of five that might be 
classed as genuine Republicans, and 
twenty-one that are known to be will- 
ing to vote for Johnson for anything 
from President of the United States 
down to doorkeeper of the Chicago 
Republican Convention. 

Despite the fact that the rump con- 
vention was packed carefully by Earl 
and Lissner and no one was permitted 
te participate whom Earl had not 
named in his call, enough genuine 
Republicans attended the session and 
insisted on speaking to expose fully 
the sham pretense under which the 
Johnson forces worked, The morning 
papers announced that it would be 
an open nieeting of Republicans and 
a delegation of members of the Re- 
publican Central Committee of Ala- 
meda County attended. When the mo- 
tlon was made to have eleven persons 
appointed by Chairman Earl name 
the twenty-six delegates, a storm of 
protest rose from the Alameda 
County seats that threatened to blow 
the rump off the convention, 

“This meeting was called as a con- 
ference of Republicans,” challenged 
Committeeman .Crosly of Oakland. 
“The Republican party has always 
been guided by it duly organized 
nation. If you are going to jam 
through a resolution like that a 
packed conference, then your acts ba- 
lie your words. In place of seeking 
harmony you are taking the most cer- 
tain means to prevent the rank and file 
in the State from getting together.” 

Half a dozen other speakers fol- 
lowed, each one condemning in 
strongest terms the attempt of the 
committee to take arbitrarally upon 
itself the power of naming the twen- 
ty-six delegates to Chicago. So vio- 
lent. became the storm that Chairman 
Earl was soon flying signals of dis- 
tress, One of the Johnson satellites 
who acted as a Simon lIegree over 
the 1915 Legislature sent, a hasty 
note to the chairman. Earl read it 
and straightened up. “Action here 
must be limited strictly to those who 
are named in the call,” he said. Sec- 
retary Seaborn of the Alameda coun- 
ty Republican County Committee 
started to speak. “I must rule you 
out of order,” called Earl. “Your 
name is not on the list.” 

Ex-Senator Boynton sprang to his 
feet. “I am here as a delegate,” he 
ealled, “and I have a right to voice 
my protest to the character of the 
resolution just offered. That does not 
mean harmony, but disruption. Such 
action can never bring together con- 
tending factions. There is a sincere 
desire among thousands of Repub- 
licans tn the State for harmony, but 
it cannot be secured in this way. 1 
sincerely hope that the resolution 
will be withdrawn and that we shall 
take some action looking to place us 
in harmony with the Republican 
State Central Committee.” 

Other delegates voiced similar ob- 
jections, and Chairman Earl's nerv- 
ousness visibly increased. In the list 
sent out there were included about 
half a dozen men who are not tarred 
by the Johnson stick and these all 
objected to taking part in a packed 
conference. Two delegates were 
standing on their feet seeking for 
recognition from the chair when Ear! 
suddenly called: “All in favor of the 
resolution vote ‘aye.’” 

The branded delegates responded. 
“All opposed no,“ continued Far! 
hurriedly. There were more noes 
than ayes, for the San Francisco and 
Alameda county delegations voted, al- 
though their names were not on the 
list. But Earl announced that the 
resolution was adopted and a hasty 
adjournment was taken. 

Five of. the delegates to the alleged 
Republican conference were members 
of th Progressive coalition in the last 
Legislature.

Menace of Japan. 
(Continued from Second Page.) 


Plies to all of the allies, while indus- 
tries of other sorts have profited by 
the disappearance of German trade. 
Her exports have become far greater 
than her imports; all records have been 
broken. It Was even suggested some 
time ago that a French loan would 
be made in Japan. It was not wholly 
true, but the mere suggestion, seri- 
ously made in the press here, that 
Japan should lend money to France, 
that paragon of thrift, shows that 
Japan's Snancial condition is no longer 
what it was. , 

It has always been. held, too, that 
Engiand would not permit Japan, her 
ally, to attack America, and that 
Japan would be obliged to follow 
England's instructions. It is still true 
that if England can stand between 
the two and prevent hostilities there 
will never be a war between Japan 
But England 
may hot be able to do so. She is at 
the moment very much engaged other- 
Wise, and from the very commence- 
ment of the present great war Japan 
has shown a consistent disregard for 
the desires of the British government. 
There is evidence that England was 
not really keen to have Japan in the 
war at all. Japan's famous demands 
on China of a year ago were distaste- 
ful to the British government, for not 
only did they directly and adversely 
‘affect British interests in China, but 
they were made in such a manner as 
to place England's ally in the position 
of taking a dominant position in 
China when all others concerned were 
too busy to protect their own interests 
I have been told 
through the Intervention of England 
herself that Japan was finally induced 
to modify her demands on China. , 

BROKEN PROMISES. 

Before now I have told the story of 
Japan's operations in the Pacific 
Ocean since the beginning of the war. 
It is a story of broken promises. It is 
still hazy, but some points are wholly 
clear. When Japan participated in 
the war an official announcement was 
made in London that Japan would 
take no territory except on the conti- 


the Pacific would be only for the pur- 
pose of protecting Japanese trade 
routes. Japanese cruisers went forth 
and captured from the Germans sev- 
eral groups of islands in the Pacific. 
There was an understanding that 
these islands should be turned over to 
an Australian expeditionary force, and 
such a force actually went to them 
to take possession. But the Japanese 
government had changed its mind, and 
the Australians dejectedly turned 
around and went back home. There 
Was actually an official statement of 
the proposed transfer, the personnel 
of the Australian force was even pub- 
lished and things went so far that 
postage stamps were printed for the 
Northwest Pacific Islands by the 
Australian government. No explana- 
tion has ever officially been made. 
The original official statement of the 
transfer has never been denied. With- 
in the last fortnight I have read in 
one of London's leading dailiesa dis- 
cussion of the situation in the Pacific 
in which the writer, whose know 
edge is as extensive as that of the 
ordinary person in England, calmly 
told that these groups of islands had 
in November, 1914, been turned over 
to the Australians. 
DIVISION OF SPOILS. 

I have been officially told that an 
arrangement was made for a division 
of all the German islands captured, 
for the duration of the war only. The 
dividing line was to be the equator. 
This would give to Japan the Mar- 
shall, Caroline and Ladrone groups, 
while Australia would take the rest. 
That Japan has those three groups in 
her possession now I know, and it 
may be that there are others. 

The importance to the United States 
of Japan not retaining those islands 
is obvious. The islands are not of 
enormous commercial importance, but 
they are of decided military value. 
Guam, the little American island 
where there is an American naval 
station, a strategical point which 
American naval experts consider of 
prime importance, is one of the La- 
drone group. It is now. surrounded 
by bits of land which are occupied by 


ger of permanent Japanese occupa- 
tion. The other groups, Marshall and 
Caroline, which, with the Ladrones, 
Germany acquired from Spain after 
the Spanish-American War, lie fur- 
ther from the Philippines and not 
dangerously near Hawaii. Good har- 
bors are few. but the islands consti- 
tute hiding places for ships of war, 
coaling stations and perhaps subma- 
rine bases. The German ships that 
estaped from Tsing-tau found them 
useful. They would be most valuable 
for a fleet whose object would be cut- 
ting off communication between the 
United States and Hawaii and Guam 
and the Philippines, 
WHAT JABAN WANTS. 


The logical thing to believe is that 
Japan has ipfisted on retaining what 
she has captured until the end of 
the war so as to have in hand at that 
time material for making a bargain 
with the rest of the world— Japan, to 
say that she will clear out of the Pa- 
cific if she is permitted to remain in 
Tsing-tau and to have other conces- 
sions in China. Until recently that 
seemed a most reasonable deduction. 
Rut there are now reports that Ja- 
pan is developing an idea of ex- 
pansion in the Pacific. For the last 
few weeks there has been in London 
the head of one of Australia’s great- 
est shipping companies. This man's 
vessels ply to the islands of Oceania 
which the Japanese now hold. He 
came all the way from Australia to 
protest to the British government 
against the activity of the Japanese 
in those parts, to complain of their 
methods and to procure a rearrange- 
ment. From what can be learned of 
the charges he brought with him the 
situation is very much like that in 
Manchuria, where, since the Japanese 
obtained control, the trade of other 
foreigners has suffered. But more 
important is the indication that the 
Japanese are administering the is- 
lands as if they owned them, while 
the official understanding is that their 
position there 18 only a stewardship, 
that they are keeping the islands only 
until the end of the war.

It is no secret 
to anyone who has been in the Far 
East, nor to any European states- 
man, that the Japanese people re- 
gard the United States as distinctly 
an enemy, and there is no Japanese 
that would not gladly engage in giving 
America a sound thrashing. The 
question, then, is whether Japan is in 
a position to undertake such a task, 
or if she soon will be.

cific, indicates with considerable clar- 
ity that the government in Tokio Is 
preparing to take the chance. 

It is commonly considered that 
Japan would be unable to make war 
on the United States, on acceunt of 
the distance to American shores. Eu- 
ropean strategists do not look on it 
that way at all. Japan doesn't have 
to cross the Pacific to wage effective 
war—she needs only to take the Phil- 
ippines, which, except for Corregidor 
Island, in Manila Bay, would not be 
a difficult task.

There has recently been much dip- 
lomatic activity in the allied capitals 
in connection with the Far Easte 
situation and Marquis Inouye, Ahe 
Japanese Ambassador to Great 
Britain, is in frequent consultation 
with Sir Edward Grey. The British 
Foreign Minister is in a curious posi- 
tion, for he is under constant pressure 
from British interests to place a 
check on Japan in China and in the 
Pacific, but he is not in a position to 
be very firm. These matters will have 
to wait until the end of the war.

Germans Sacrifice Troops to 
Gain an Advantage.

May Prevent an offensive in the 
Cham pagne District. 


LONDON, Feb. 26.—The battle for 
Verdun is being followed here with 
intense feeling. The presence of the 
German Emperor supports the sug- 
gestion that his commanders have or- 
ders to sacrifice their men without 
stint in order to achieve a military 
demonstration on the western front 
that is urgently demanded by Ger- 
many’s position, both economic and 
military. The military aspect of this 
Position resis upon the staggering 
blow to Turkey by reason of the Kus- 
sian advance in the Caucasus and the 
resulting serious situation in Meso- 
potamia. 

It is noted that the German tactics 
have produced the same situation at 
Verdun as at Liege in the first stage 
of the war, where German command- 
ers sacrificed lives lavishly in storm- 
ing the outlying forts, whence the cita- 
del was carried. But the Germans 
have a much tougher job at Verdun 
than at Liege, and it is a question 
whether even complete disregard of 
life will suffice to carry the assault 
much further. The defenses at Ver- 
dun are on a scale and modernity 
very different from those at Liege. 

“What strikes one about the Ger- 
man attacks,” an eminent British stu- 
dent of the war said today, “is the 
extraordinary steadiness of progress 
made from day to day. Neither the 
British nor the French have accom- 
lied anything quite like this in 
their attacks. The British, in par- 
ticular, in all their battles of the last 
year have scored their successes in 
the first few hours. The Germans 
seem to manage their reserves better. 
It may be superior tactics, or it may 
be that railway communications be- 
hind the German lines are more com- 
plete or better managed. 

“Verdun, I still hope, can be held, 
but it is well, even now, to get the 
sense of proportion should anything 
untoward happen. The fall of Ver- 
dun will not break the French line, 
but it will break for this spring all 
idea of a French offensive in Cham- 

ne. French reserves will have to 

thrown in great_numbers toward 
Southern Argonne and the gap in 
the eastern defenses made by the Ger- 
man occupation of St. Mihiel. This 
prospect is not one we need face yet, 
bu in war it is our duty to be pre- 
pared for all contingencies.”

OFFICIAL GERMAN STATEMENT. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. . 

BERLIN (via London, Feb. 26, 
3:52 p.m.)—The French forces in the 
Champagne have made an attack on 
the German positions south of St. 
Marte-a-Py. The War Office statement 
today says the French penetrated the 
first German trenches over a distance 
of about 250 yards. 

An official statement issued today 
says that considerable advances have 
been made east of the Meuse in the 
region north of Verdun, in the pres- 
ence of Emperor William. 

The War Office also announced the 
capture of the hills southwest of the 
village of Louvemont and the fortified 
positions to the east thereof. 

Resistance of the French broke 
down on the Woevre plain along the 
entire front to Marphoville, south of 
the highroad from Paris to Metz. 

“We are pursuing the retreating 
enemy,” the statement says. 

Tt was announced by the German 
War Office today that the capture of 
the village of Champneuville, in the 
Verdun sector, reported yesterday. 
was based on erroneous tnformation. 

The statement follows: 

„Western front: On the night of 
February 25 an advance by a British 
detachment east of Armentieres was 
repulsed. 

“In the Champagne the French 
made an attack south of St. Marie- 
a-Py position, which we captured Feb- 


trating our first line trenches over a 
width of 250 yards. 

“Fast of the Meuse considerable 
advances were made on the battle 
front in the presence of the King- 
emperor. Our brave troops gained 
possession of the hills southwest of 
the village of Louvemont and the 
group of fortified positions situated 
east thereof.

Apparently the Germans are devel- 
oping an attack similar to that em- 
ployed frequently, with marked suc- 
cess, against the Russian fortified po- 
sitions in the campaign of last sum- 
mer. Their tactics were to bend back 
the Russian lines on both sides of the 
selected point of attack and compel 
evacuation of the fortress itself. 

The town referred to in the German 
statement as marking the southern 
end of the portion of the French 
front which has been broken prob- 
ably is Marcheville-en-Woevre. This 
town is just south of the Paris-Metz 
highway, thirteen miles of Ver- 
dun. 

Fort Douaumont, captured by the 
Germansa, lies four miles northeast of 
Verdun. It is one of nearly a score 
of forts circling Verdun and is sit- 
uated just to the north of the rall- 
road running east from the city of 
Metz, 

Douaumont ie one of a cluster of 
seven forts protecting Verdun from 
the east. Forts de Sauville, de Ta- 
vannes and St. Mihiel lie directly be- 
tween the position conquered by the 
Germans and the city of Verdun, 

The conquest of this fort was made 
by the right wing of the huge attack- 
ing army, which has scored the at- 
est advance in the assault on the 
French positions, Douaumont is 
somewhat to the east of what has 
hitherto been the principal line of 
progress, being situated four miles 
east of the Meuse River. The main 
force of the German attack as indi- 
cated by the previous official com- 
munications was being exerted south- 
ward along the Meuse. . 

The capture of Dovaumont is the 
most important achievement since the 
inauguration of the German drive at 
Verdun—an onslaught which for fury 
and for welght of men and guns has 
few precedents in the war. The 
French War Office has expressed con- 
fidence that, notwithstanding the ad- 
mitted great strength of the German 
drive, Verdun and its protecting fort- 
resses would be able to hold out, These 
positions form what has been re- 
arded ag one of the greatest strong- 

olds of Europe. It the strongest 
fortress of France and is of Particu- 
lar importance from the fact that it 
offers direct communication with 
Paris, which ts 150 miles to the west. 
Verdun marks the northriy point of 
the great French defenses against di- 
rect attacks from German territory, 
the most southerly being Belfort, as 
between these two points lies the 
stretch of frontier on which Germany 
touches France. France has other 
fortified points further north, though 
of minor tmpertance as they were 
along the line of contact with Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg. The most im- 
portant, probably, of these latter was 
Maubeuge, which was taken by the 
Germans with sacrifices to them eati- 
mated at the time, in September, 1914, 
as between 80,000 and 140,000.

The decisive action of this war 
must be fought on the west front in 
France or on the real east front in 
Russia. It is impossible to decisively 
defeat Germany. in Persia or Asia 
Minor. The further Engiand and Rus- 
sia get into Persia and Mesopotamia, 
the thinner become the bonds of good 
feeling between the allies. Or, to put 
it in another way, the more difficult 
becomes the task of keeping peace in 
the family.

Condition on U.S.C. Million is 
that it Raise a Like Sum. 
Other Proffers. 

Dr. George F. Bovard, presi- 
dent of the University of South- 
ern California, announced last 
night that the condition attach- 
ing to the gift of $1,000,000 to 
the university, told in yester- 
day’s Timea, is that the trustees 
raise a like sum. If this offer 
is accepted, and it is being care- 
fully considered, a national! 
campaign will be started to get 
the money. 

Coincident with the offer of a 
million the trustees have under 
consideration four other offers.

Charge Called “Perfectly Ridiculous” 
by Assistant to Head of Chicago 
Department of Public Wel- 
fare at Open Hearing.

CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—Split salary 
charges brought against Mrs. Louise 
Osborne Rowe, head of the city de- 
partment of public welfare, by Mrs. 
Page Waller Eaton, her subordinate, 
were characterized as “perfectly ri- 
diculous today by Mrs. Rowe, testify- 
ing at the investigation being con- 
ducted by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. Mr. Eaton alleged Mrs. Rowe 
had forced her to contribute a third 
of her $3000 salary for the support of 
Mrs. Margaret E. Mivelaz, sister-in- 
law of Mayor Thompson.

HITMAN FAVORS 
COMPULSORY IDEA. 


ADVOCATES STRICT MILITARY 
TRAINING SYSTEM. 


Governor of New York Declares it 
is One True Basis of Citizen Sol- 
diery Idea and that it will Produce 
Adequate Preparedness for United 
States. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

BUFFALO (N. Y.) Feb. 26.--Gov. 
Whitman in a speech delivered here 
tonight advocated compulsory mili- 
tary training for the American youth, 
holding it to be the one true base 
of the citizen soldiery idea. 

“The battlefields of Europe demon- 
strate to all the world,” said the 
Governor, “that right must still be 
backed up by might. Let us hold to our 
ancient faith as steadfastly as in the 
past, but let us not be blind to the 
bitter facts of the present that made 


adequate preparedness a necessity.” 

After maintaining that preparedness 
should be for the sole purpose of 
preserving the peace that permits the 
genius of the United States te express 
itself in the orderly terms of ecience 
and commerce, the Governor said: 

“As to the form of preparedness, I 
have long since committed myself in 
opposition to the so-called volunteer 
system. I hold that the nation has no 
righ to ask that of one clizen which 
it does not ask of another, and that 
where the preciousness of lite ts con- 
cerned an equality of demand must be 
made that takes no account of class 
or circumstances. 

“It is not compulsory military serv- 
ice that I preach,” declared Mr. Whit- 
man. “To take men away from the 
normal civil pursuits for three years, 
subjecting their maturity to contin- 
ued contact with the business of war, 
is to make soldiers at the expense of 
eltizens. That the United States must 
be turned into an armed camp is a 
thought Intolerable to free men. Our 
task is to make citizens able and will- 
ing to become soldiers when the coun- 
try calls.” 

The Governor insisted on compul- 
sory training of the youth of the coun- 
try as a surer safeguard for a democ- 
racy than a large standing army 
would be. The Australian system he 
advocated as the one best suited to 
the United States, because, he said, 
it proceeds upon the sound belief that 
national defense is an inescapable ob- 
ligation of citizenship and as vital a 
national considerajiqn as education 
itself.“

St. Louis Pastor Broods Over Fate of 
Brothers in German Army.

URFACE WATER 


APPARENT EVIDENCE THAT 
AFRICA IS DRYING UP. 


Former Yakes are Now Only 
Marshes and Fields Which Once 
Grew Fine Crops are Now Parched 
and Dead—Game and Birds are 
Disappearing. 


[Washington Correspondence of 
Pittsburgh Gazette:] Concerring a 
specific instance of the continuous de- 
crease of surface water from the 
earth, especially in Asia and Africa, 
the “dry continents,” Advocate Eu- 
gene N. Marais, R. J. P., writes from 
Reitfontein, Waterberg, South Africa, 


an astonishing article recently pub- 
lished in a report of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

After mentioning some of the gen- 
eral facts relative to the drying up of 
the whole earth, which, according to 
the French astronomer, Flammarion, 
will ultimately cause the end of the 
world, the author cites a number of 
appalling instances of the increasing 
dryness of Africa. N’'gami, a real lake 
less than fifty years ago, is now no 
more than a marsh thréatened with 
speedy extinction, and Lake Rudolph 
is rapidly shrinking, which fact is 
alarming, when it is realized that this 
body of water feeds the Nile and 
waters Egypt. Mr. Marais believes 
that the old doctrine regarding the 
perfect ele of moisture-evaporation 
and precipitation being equal to be 
false, and that the earth is sucking up 
moisture like a gigantic sponge, con- 
fining it apparently beyond the reach 
of man’s ingenuity. The name of 
Waterberg was given originally when 
this country was very fertile, watered 
by lakes, streams, springs, and dotted 
with marshes. 

According to the writer, its name 
was synonymous with a sort of lotus 
land of fertHity. It lterally over- 
flowed with milk, honey and fruits. It 
was also the last stronghold of the 
big game of the northern Transvaal. 
Today, after the culminating drought 
of 1913, it is practically a desert, with 
dried up water courses and eprings, 
dead orange groves, some of them 
over years old; trees three cen- 
turies old now lifeless, desolate pas- 
ture lands, devoid of cattle and other 
life. There is no game, either birds 
or animale, and the fields where fine 
crops once grew are now parched and 
dead. It is hard to believe, but true, 
that in the entire district of Water- 
berg, which is larger than the Free 
State, there was last year no running 
water, and in the north of the dis- 
trict there is a tract over 4000 square 
miles in extent where there is no 
single drop of water, runing or stag- 
nant, above the surface of the ground. 
The great Limpopo itself is dry for 
all the distance that its course covers 
in this district, and only by digging 
deep in its sandy bed can drinking 
water be found. Even after a very 
heavy rain in the neighborhood of its 
source, which flooded its tributaries 
at the time, the stream reached but a 
little way down the Limpopo, and 


not one @rop of the water which fell 
in the upper regions reached the sea;

THE WIRELESS AT WORK. 


Enabled Explorers in Arctic to Meet 
| Each Other. 

[New York Sun:] In the darkness 
of the Arctic the other night two ex- 
plorers tied their ships to the north 
coast of Asia, VIIkitakt, the Russian, 
who had come from the Pacific, and 
Sverdrup, the Norwegian, who had 
come from the Atlantic. They were 
eighty miles apart, midway between 
the two oceans, neither knowing that 
another human being was in that part 
of the world. It happened that about 
the same time each set up his wireless 
and Sverdrup picked up a message 
that Vilkitski had sent out. 

Then there was coUrage renewed 
and warming of hearts in the tedious 
monotony of the long nighf; for there 
were neighbors at hand, good fellow- 
ship, good cheer and human interest, 
helpfulness and sympathy to be ex- 
changed. Finally. a number of Vil- 
kitski's men went over to live awhile 
with Sverdrup and thus lessened the 
demand upon the Russian larder, 
which needed husbanding. 

Some time before this meeting two 
scientific parties, separated by half 
the world, Englishmen who were de- 
limiting the boundary between Bo- 
livia and Brazil in regions of dense 
forests, and the Filippi expedition 
among the towering heights of the 
Karakoram, in Asia, were demonstrat- 
ing the perfect utility of wireless 
telegraphy in determining longitudes. 
It was simple enough to fix their latit- 


longitudes by, means of wireless time 
ls from Stations, one at Porto 
Velho on the Madeira River and the 
other at Srinagar in Cashmere. 
Wireless telegraphy takes its place 
among the blessings and not the un- 
mi ted curses of discovery and in- 
vention.

THOUSANDS FOR TRT 
ACROSS CONTINENT. 


HAT the National Old Trails 

transcontinental highway is 
f0lng to mean to Southern 
California this year was outlined yes- 
terday by President Fred L. Baker 
of the Automobile Club of Southern 
California, which organization has 
prepared for the reception of tens 
of thousands of eastern motorists. . 

That the significance of this cross- 
continent road can be reckoned in 
dollars and cents is obvious he states, 
yet the majority of automobDilists 
travelling it are not aware of the his- 
tory of pioneer travel in the districts 
through which they pass. 

All transcontinental highways are 
made up of a series of 
trails, finally welded together and be- 
coming a highway Unking the east 
with the west, and the past with the 
present. 

The N.O.T., as it is abbreviated, is 
a shining example of this welding 
process, points out President Baker, 
in a short paper dictated especially for 
Times readers Who are interested in 
the growth and development of a 
motor travel which means millions of 
dollars each year for Southern Califor- 
nia, ang which makes “Seeing America 
First” a living slogan.

With the coming of the thawing 
season in the East, thousands of mo- 
toring parties are taking the jacks 
out from under their stored cars with 
a definite purpose in mind—and that 
purpose is California, They are not 
going to Purope, they feel that they 
must get away somewhere, and that 
somewhere is the Pacific Slope. 

The National Old Trails road, along 
with the Lincoln highway and the 
Ocean-to-Ocean highWay, over which 
at least one-half of these motorists 
will come, is 3600 miles long, and 
directly serves eleven million people. 

Its history is the history of the 
United States. From the time of 
Thomas Jefferson down to —4 present 


since the days of the 


individual 


road, the route now followed by the 
National Old Trails was pushed fur- 
ther and further west with one avowed 
purpose in view—namely, to cement 
the union of the States. 

How well it has accomplished that 
aim is now known, and while many 
parts of it are still in a crude condi- 
tion, it is generally described as ex- 
cellent, for a road 3600 miles in 
length, It was one of the few ints 
upon which Webster, Clay and Cal- 
houn agreed, the building and main- 
tenance by the government of a long 
road linking the east with the new 
Louisiana Purchase territory. 

WASHINGTON HELPED. 

George Washington surveyed the 
first link of this highway, ac- 
cording to history, when he was 
20 years old. It was known as 
Braddock’s road, and bears the stamp 
of ‘tragedy. Another link, that of 
the Cumberland, while less tragic, is 
as nationally significant. Motorists

As the march of civilization passed 
westward, so the National Old Trails 
advanced toward the setting sun. 
Daniel Boone gave his name to that 
section lying in Missouri, and ending 
at Old Eranklin in Howard county. 
Pioneers of Missouri took up the 
project, and carried it forward to 
Santa Fe, Mexico, later, New Mexico. 

From Santa Fe to the Pacific it 
came via Kearney’s trail, when he 
captured California. Over this trail the 
automobile multitudes are coming, 
with little thought of the significance 
of their route. In order to perpetu- 
ate this history, the Automobile 
Club of Southern California is gather- 
ing data at this time, and is prepar- 
ing a book, with maps and illus- 
trations which will be used . among 
those travelling over the National Old 
Trails.

Naval Militia and Machine G un Company go into Service 
with Motor Transportation as Feature of E fficiency—Of.- 
ficers Praise Fork of Patriotic Automobilists Who Serve 


NE of the most interesting of the 
great many military motoring 
demonstrations held in Southern 

California was staged last Saturday 
and Sunday. Three divisions of Naval 
Militia and the Machine Gun Com- 
pany, Seventh Regiment, N.G.C., were 
ell in service at the same time under 
motor transportation. 

Saturday afternoon a call was re- 
Seived by Lieut. L. P. Clark of the 
Am@tomobile Reserve Corps for trans- 
portation for fifty men and equipment 
from the local armory to San Pedro, 
where the U.S.8. Farragut was docked. 
The leutenant detailed H. E. 


Automobile Reserve Corps, to handle 
the detail. 

As there was no particular hurry, 
the men having until s o'clock the 
following morning to reach the ship, 
Serst. Adams ordered out only four 
cars. Many of the citizen soldiers fig- 
ured that they would never reach the 
Ship when they saw four machines 
lined up in front of the armory. There 
Were two Maxwells, a 1500-pound 
Studebaker “6” delivery car and one 
Auburn with Warde Fowler at the 


RAPID-FIRE GUN.

OCTOGENARIAN RECALLED BY

The lure of California has called 
back to its sunshine one of its pio- 
fered in the days of the San Francisco 
Vigilantes, but who went East and 
remained there many years. Now, in 
his eighty-fourth year, W. W. Gilbert, 
who has all the vigor of a man of 
60 years, has come to make his home 
in Hollywood. He is here with his 
wife and his daughter and son-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. G. E. Patterson, and they 
have located on Selma avenue, Holly- 
wood, 

This time Mr. Gilbert came across 
the broad expanse of country from 

Minnesota alifornia amidst all the 
comforts a luxurious limited train. 
His original trip to California was 
made by wagon, and he and his party 
suffered many hardships and endured 
many trying experiences. 

Sixty-three years ago Mr. Gilbert 
started from Milwaukee on this long 
overland trip. He was then shortly 
past his majority. Last May he cele- 
brated his eighty-third birthday anni- 
versary. 

Four men were in the overland 
party that left Milwaukee. They 
reached Salt Lake City when the 
Mormons were having their most try- 
ing times and when they were fre- 
quently attacked and harassed by In- 
Gans. 

Arriving ih San Francisco, ey 
immediately absorbed the spirit® of 
that city and Mr. Gilbert became an 
active member of the Vigilantes. He 
has a vast fund of interesting lore

The Price of Gasoline. 
PASADENA, Feb. 26.-—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] Many rea- 
sons are given for the rise in price 
of gasoline, which in my opinion 1s 
strictly a case of supply and demand, 
and while the present price of 18 cents 
seems to be a great advance, I do not 
think it is nearly as high as it 18 
likely to be in the near future, when 
it is known that the greatest gasoline 
producing field has been that of 
Cushing, Okla., where about a year 
ago they had “a daily production of 
312,000 barrels of very high grade 
gasoline-producing oll, while today 
the production has declined to about 
75,000 barrels per day, and the Stand- 
ard On Company is paying 20 cents 
per gallon for all gasoline offered 
and the price of oll in this field has 
advanced in about one year, from 
as low as 27 cents per barrel to the 
present price of $2 per barrel. This 
field being the greatest gasoline 
producing fleld in the United States 
and the wonderful decline in produc- 
tion, and still declining, has caused 
the East to wake up to the very 
alarming condition of the oll supply 
in the United States. : 

In California there are now about 
7000 wells, and to maintain the pres- 
ent production will require an ad di- 
tional 1000 wells drilled per annum. 
This the producers will not do unless 
oil reaches 75 cents to $1 per barrel, 
as the wells will, from now on, only 
be moderate producers, as the pres- 


sure and gas is off the present flelds. 


When there was one well drilled or- 
iginally, say on a section or more of 


land, it was only one vent to the gas 


passed that 


and pressure of the earth. As many 
more wells have been drilled, there 
are sO many vents that today there 
probably is not a well in the State 
doing 2500 barrels, where a year or 
two ago there were many doing 5000 
to 7000 barrels, and the production 
has dropped from 103,000,000 barrels 
in 1914 to prospective 78,000,000 
barréls for 1916, with little new drill- 
ing and no new fields discovered in 
this State, and wildcatters will not 
do any development work in . this 
State while the price is 50 to 60 
cents per barrel, when they can pros- 
pect for the oil in as good district in 


the East where they can get $2 per 


barrel. 

I view the oi) situation as alarm- 
ing to the future interests of this 
State. I cannot see where people will 
be able to secure ofl for use of boil- 
ers, as the economic use of same in 
internal combustion engines will re- 
quire all the ofl produced, and who 
can afford to pay three times the price 
they can pay for use under boilers? 
Furthermore, while people are com- 
plaining of an 18-cent price for gaso- 
line, unless a substitute is found it 
must go to double this price, partic- 
ularly if the foreign war continues 
and the belligerents are willing to pay 
70 cents per gallon, as at the pres- 
ent time. In my opinion, the Stand- 
ard Of] Company would welcome a de- 
cision of the consumer not to buy 
their gasoline, as they can sell it for 
much more in the East and abroad. 
It costs about 6 1-4 cents per gallon to 


‘ship gasoline East where prices are 


now 28 cents to 30 cents per gallon, 
and advancing, and no doubt will be 
40 cents by June. California has had. 
in my opinion, a wonderful advantage 


in the use of cheap oil, and much of 


it (a very large percentage) sold at 
@ loss to the producer, who has been 
selling his ofl at 30 cents per barrel 
which cost him at least 40 cents, At 
last this condition has changed and 
the producer must be paid a fair 
price, As conditions, now stand, a 
producer can today get 10 cents per 
barrel more for his of] than the pres- 
ent contract price.

present waste of burning oil under 
bollers. It is a terrific waste that 
we will all have to pay for in a very 
short time. Even in Russia they fix 
a price of $2 per barrel for crude oil 
to protect it against extravagant de- 
pletion. 

Therefore, in conclusion would 
say that until the prod get a 
fair price for oil to get them to again 
expend large amounts of money in 
wildcatting, the consumers will be 
very fortunate if they get their gaso- 
line under 30 cents per gallon, when 
the whole world is after gasoline and 
in fact just entering the oil age.

No other nation 
shall with impunity do violence to this idea. 

We may search through the: volumes of 


history, we may study closely and analyze | 


the characteristics of nations that have 
passed away, yet of none will we find 
greater attributes, nobler powers, or deep 
er capacities than those which surround, 
adorn and bless the American people. No- 
where else was there such a continent, no- 
where else such an empire. Nowhere else 
is nature so bountiful, holding such stores 
No- 
where else has there been made such 
progress in the sciences and in all that 
benefits the human race. 

Today devastated Europe gazes with 
envy upon these United States, now the 
greatest and most powerful and prosper- 
ous nation in all the world. The fathers 
trod the glory path and bore the fierce 
ordeal not for themselves alone, but that 
earth’s benighted men of every lineage 
and race and creed and clime should emerge 
from the gloom of ages into the light of 
civil and religious liberty. 

The events which followed the establish- 
ment of the United States of America 
among the nations are like the marvels of a 
dream.

failed to thrive on the caprice of patronage. 
Up rose a stalwart race, the true nobility 
of nature. Up sprung an era more splen- 
did than the Augustan age, more enlight- 
ened than the age of Pericles. Civilization 
beheld the dawn of a newer and brighter 
day. Barbarism became involved in the 
darker and drearier night. Science saw 
new revelations in a clearer light. Lit- 
erature turned a new and more-glowing 
page. Poetry took on a loftier flight. In- 
dustry became the handmaid of genius, and, 
bound in the golden chains of honored la- 
bor, the son of toil first took his true rank 
in the family of man. 

Roman and Grecian liberty was the sport 
and plaything of a refined and Utopian 
philosophy, the experiment of a _ highly- 
cultivated age. It was the growth of a sun- 
shiny morning in the world’s history. It 
flourished while the dews of philosophy 
watered it, but when the storms of a stern- 
er era, the tempest of internal faction, and 
the winds of foreign invasion beat upon it, 
it fell. American liberty is a real, prac- 
tical and substantial achievement: its foun- 
dations were laid in the recognition of the 
absolute right of all men to be regarded 
as politically equal—of the principle that 
the government was founded for the bene- 
fit of all; that a majority of the people 
should, by a single expression of their will 
through the ballot box, in the choice of 
lawmakers and rulers, govern themselves 
It was a wise scheme of government that 
our fathers conceived, because it was sim- 
ple; it was a fine government, because it 
was planted in the rights and interests of 
all; it is destined to immortal perpetuity, 
because it is the perfection of human wis- 
dom. 8 

The history of the last eighteen — 


‘demonstrates how devoted is the loyalty of 


those whom we call “hyphenated-Ameri- 
cans” to their adopted country. It is impos- 
sible that he who was born on the banks 
of the Rhine, the Seine or the Thames 


shall not sympathize to some extent with 


the country of his birth in the struggle now 
proceeding in Europe. It is doubtless due 
to the fact that the naturalized citi- 
zen feels that the pending conflict is 
a conflict between rulers rather than 
between. peoples, that has prevented 
any conflicts or even quarrels in 
this country between German-Americans 
and British-Americans, or between Austro- 
Americans and French-Americans. But it 


is more largely due to the fact that most. 


citizens of foreign birth are really loyally 
devoted to their adopted country and will 
to its disadvantage. 


And let no man doubt that if any of the 


combatants should in their madness force 
a combat upon us, Americans—foreign or 
native born—would flock to the defense of 
the Stars and Stripes, and that our. country 
would emerge as she always has done, vic- 
torious, from the battle. 

How do we know this? 
cause we would engage in no contest unless 
we were in the right, and “God is with the 
right and victory with God.” 

We walk the earth at midday, and the 
vast expanse of the blue heavens appears 
unrelieved by the sparkle of a single star. 
Our world seems to be the lonely satrap 
of space, chained to the flery chariot of the 
mighty sun. And Yet we know that Mars 
still holds its course; that Venus still 
whirls through space; that Saturn circles 
amid the shining rings; that Jupiter and 
Uranus are flashing on the confines of 
light; that the blazing belt of Orion and the 
guiding gleam of the North Star are all 


there; and that when the centrifugal force 


of the earth shall whirl us again into the 


presence of the night, we shall again behold 


our companion worlds as they journey in 
shining splendor upon their eternal rounds. 

So, though we may not always be able 
to vizualize the patriotism, the honor and 
the free spirit of the quiet-loving and peace- 
ful American people, we know they exist, 
and that when the hour comes we shall see 
them arrayed in majesty, in beauty and in 
power. The heart of America beats true.

In- the immediacy of danger, with war 
declared, our armies in the field and the 
battle fleets moving outward on the sea— 
if this shall come we will then, perhaps, 
when it is too late, form fit conclusions 
regarding the indefensible policy. which 
has so long permitted untrained and im- 
practical civilians to act as Secretary of 
War and Secretary of the Navy. 


However, to maintain that untrained 


civilians are a misfit in these highly im- 
portant offices, is by no means tantamount 
to urging that they should be filled with 
men taken directly from military and naval 
ranks. 4 

It is not politics but a wise prevision, 
circumventing the possible rise of a junker 
or military caste in government, which 
makes it advisable to fill the President's 
Cabinet with men taken from civilian life; 
but it is a dangerous custom which permits 
the appointment to these offices (where 
practical knowledge of military affairs is 
essential to efficiency,). of men not much 
more suitably equipped for the work than 
a previous Secretary of the Navy, who is 
reported to have boarded a man-of-war for 
the first-time in his life after receiving 
his appointment, and leaning above the 
hatchway looked down in astonishment and 
exclaimed: -“Why, the darned thing's 
holler!” 

We should never lose sight of the fact 
that both the Secretary of War and Secre- 
tary of the Navy are called upon to per- 
form duties strictly militant in character, 
and to perform them efficiently. 
highly technical and complicated are the 
affairs that come under their supervision, 
not even the most precocious, persevering, 
energetic and earnest civilian can be ex- 
pected to acquire, during his brief term 
of office sufficient familiarity to authorita- 
tively discuss, judge and pass upon the 
vital questions that daily intrude them- 
selves. The Secretary, a civilian, a lawver, 
or an editor or a banker, is thrust into

So it.remains that in order to have 
civilians and yet men of military or naval 
experience as Secretaries of War and the 
Navy, they might most felicifOusly be 
from among citizens possessing 
practical military or naval knowledge pre- 
viously gained in actual service in times 
of war. Nothing short of that can fully 
equip a Secretary of the Navy or a Secre- 
tary of War for his important and vital 
duties. Such a Secretary would be in sym-

would meet the exigencies of the case and 
satisfy all logical and constitutional 
quirements.

MEASURES WATER-SOAKED 
EARTH SAVE MILLIONS. 


Remarkable Series of Experiments Concluded by Veteran 


Engineer for Department of 


Upset Old, Ideas of Capillary Action and will Obviate 
Present Great Waste in Irrigation. 


Agriculture Which He Says 


RAVELING uncharted trails in 
an attempt to discover and for- 
mulate new laws of capillary ac- 
tion, by which he believes millions 
of dollars will be saved annually to 


tricts of the Southwest, W. W. Me- 
Laughlin, pioneer irrigation engineer 
of the Department of Agriculture, is 
here with data on a series of experi- 
ments that are attracting consider- 
able attention in scientific circles of 
the United States. 

After approximately five months of 
experimenting with special apparatus 
in a station he has established at Riv-| 
erside, Mr. McLaughlin, who is a guest 
at the Clark, says he has exploded 
many of the theortes advanced in sei- 
entific text-books regarding the phe- 
nomena of capillarity. 

Never before have experiments with 
capliliarity been conducted on such a 
large scale. Under the auspices of the 
Bureau of Public Roads and. Rural 
Engineering, Mr. McLaughiin has been 
given carte blanche in the handling 
of the station and the methods ot 
study pursued. His study of capillarity 
ie unioue in that it is conducted un- 
der actual eld conditions. 

In accomplishing this he has been 
compelled to devise new methods of 
measurement and make exact chemi- 
cal and mechanical analysis of soils. 
His experiments take into comsidera- 
tion the effect of gravity at different 
degrees of inclination and declinatian. |; 
the effect of evaporation, variations 
in capillary movements caused by aif. | 
ferences in temperature, and other 
considerations affecting the action of | 
water in agricultural soil. 

PRACTICAL APPLICAFION. 

A detailed report of his experiments 
and findings will be compiléd and pub- 
lished by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. This report ts expected to be of 
immense value to the farmers in ari@ 
and semi-AMrid districts, in that it 
will show the amount of water lost 
by caplillarity from irrigation reser- 
voirs and ditches, and will give sta- 
tistics showing the distribution of ir- 
rigation water by capillary. move- 
ments. ‘ 

Reports of the Department of Agri- 
eulture indicate that approximately 
£0 per cent. of the water now turned 
in at headgates is an absolute loss as 
far as actual irrigation value is con- 
cerned. 

Based upon Mr. Mclaughiin’s ex- 
periments, recommendations will be 
made as to the amount of water re- 
autred by different grade soils in dif- 
ferent locations. the. size and con- 
«traction of irrieation reservoirs and 
ditches. the distance at which ditches |} 
should be spaced in soil Jving at vary- 
ing degrees from the horizontal,- the 
frequency of irrigations in soil vary- 
ing as to character and topographical 
location, and the .correct method of 
laying out ditches to insure the best 
Aiffusion of water with the least 


aste. 
THE EXPERIMENTS. 
Mr. McLaughlin started work at Ris | 


Riverside station in October. Roughly, 
his experiments may be divided into 
three groups: To determine the action 
of capillary water in a horizontal di- 


-never been determined. 


rection, eliminating gravity and evap- 
oration; its action on a downward 
slope, working with gravity, but 
eliminating evaporation, and its ac- 
tion on an upward incline, working 
against gravity and eliminating evapo- 


ration. 
Heretofore, Mr. McLaughlin says, 
experiments have been conducted 


only with small enclosed tubes, and 
capillary action studied in vertical 
motion only. The effect of gravity has 
not been considered, he says, and the 
counter-effect of evaporation has 


The apparatus designed and used 
by Mr. McLaughlin permits the study 
of large quantities of soil. The earth 
is enclosed in glass soil chutes several 
feet in length, so that the progress 
of the experiment may be closely -fol- 
lowed at all times. In experiments 
where “evaporation is eliminated thé 
soll is completely enclosed, and where 
tt is desired to study the effect of 
evaporation the glass on the upper 
side is replaced by a finely-woven wire 
screen. 

For his first experiment Mr. Mc- 
Tauchlin designed a capillary syphon 
to demonstrate that capillary action, 


assisted by gravity, will deliver — 


water at a point lower than the sur- 
face of the source of supply. Into a 
galvanized iron reservoir twenty 
inches long, sixteen inches wide and 
eight inches in height, was projected 
a column of soil enclosed in a vertical 
galvanized-tron shaft ten inches 
square, twelve inches long, and hav- 
ing a sſeve-Hke bottom. 

Water was poured into the reser- 
voir to a prescribed level, and, except 
for an air vent and a filling guage 
Klass, the reservoir was hermetically 
sealed. Eight inches ahgve the sur- 
face of the water the vertical column 
of soil was turned at right angle into 
a horizontal! glass soll chute ten Inches 
Square and twelve inches long. At 
the end of this. horizontal chute the 
column turned downward into a verti- 
cal glass chute ten inches square and 
seven feet long. From the bottom of 
this chute a small water-guage glass 
extended vertically back along its side 
to the level of the water in the reser- 
voir. , 

Water in the reservoir was kept at 
the prescribed level by daily refillings, 
and fourteen days after the experi- 
ment began free water began to rise 
in the guage. It has been steadily 
rising since, and is now only a few 
inches below the level of the water in 
the reservoir. The experiment is be- 
ing continued to determine the mini- 
mum distance below the surface of 
supply free water WM be delivered by 
a capliilary syphon. 

A modification. of the same ap- 
paratus is being used to determine 
the capillary capacity of a body of 
soll of specified dimensions, and the 
amount of free water delivered by 
capillary syphonage in a _ specified 
time. These vary with the character 
of soll and in dtrect proportion to the 
height of lift tn the vertical column. 

USING THE RBSULTS. 

The data obtained from these ex- 
periments will be used in determin! 
the amount of water actually neede 
to irrigate to a prescribed depth. Mr. 
McLanghiin states that large quanti- 
tles of water are wasted by irrigating

soil, which results in delivering un- 
necessary moisture beyond the reac 
of the plant's roots. 

In all the experiments Mr. Me- 
Laughlin makes reservoirs and soil 
chutes of similar dimensions are used. 
In conducting studies of the relation- 
ship. between the slope of the soil and 
the lateral penetration of capillary 
water, these soil chutes are placed on 
various degrees from the horizontal. 
His latest device for conducting 
these experiments is a combination 
affair with soll chutes inclined upward 
from the source of supply, lying in 
a horizontal plane, and inclined down- 
ward from the source of supply. This 
apparatus permits ‘the simultaneous 
study of movements of capillary wa- 
ter in all directions. 

Working against gravity in soil in- 
clined upwards at an angle of 45 deg. 
“capillary water“ has been found to 
penetrate five feet in sixty days. 
Working upwards in soil inclined 30 
deg. in the same length of time it 


| penetrates slightly more than six feet. 


Working downward on a 45-deg. 
slope capillary water penetrates ten 
feet in nineteen days. A %0-deg. 
downward incline requires twenty-two 
days to accomplish the same feat. In 
a horizontal digection capillary water 
penetrates only one-fifth as far in a 
specified time as it does on a 20-deg. 
incline and only one-half as far as 
soll with a 15-deg. slope. 

The data obtained from these ex- 
periments will be worked out and a 
table of distances compiled for use of. 
farmers who irrigate in sloping soil. 
Because of the effect gravity exerts on 
capillary water it is advisable to use. 
lees water each time and irrigate 
oftener in sloping soll than in level 
land. To just what extent this should 
be done will be shown by the table of 
distances, which will also specify cor- 
rect distances to space ditches in slop- 
ing soll, so as to avoid the overlapping 
of lateral areas of capillary distribu- 
tion and thus wasting water.

She transferred 
real estate to him.

ANDMARKS’ DAY 
LOCAL ASSOCIATION. 


DEEDS OF EARLY DAYS ARE 
TOLD BY PIONEERS. | 


Landmarks’ day as well as Pioneer 
day was observed at the Young Wom- 
en's Christian Association Friday aft- 
ernoon. The story of the organiza- 
tion’s beginnings was told by Miss 
Clara P. Hull, one of the charter 


members, 
The m was organized in 
May, 1893. in the First Methodist 


Church, then on Broadway, between 
Third and Fourth streets. 
A former attempt had failed be- 


cause of lack of financial support, but |

Henry had awakened sufficient inter- 
est through mass meet to secure 
the necessary $1300 for financing of 
the first year’s work. 

The association's first home was not 
opened until September, 1893, busi- 
ness meetings having been held in 
the T. Mu. C. A. and Sunday gatherings 
in the downtown churches. Miss Clara 
Yale Morse was installed as general 
secretary October 1, 1893, and all- 
around association work began. The 
membership had increased to 300 by 
the end of the first flve months and 
six rooms were leased in the Schu- 
macher Block at No. 107 North 
Spring street. 

The first donation party on Febru- 
ary 9, 1894, was a notable event and 
brought many gifts of furnishings for 
the new home. 

A “noon rest” had been conducted 
by the First Presbyterian Church at 
Second and Broaaway, for the use of 


|young business women who wished to 


take their own lunches and purchase 
hot soup or coffee. Realizing that the 
new organization could better meet 
this need than a single church, the 


jequipment was given to the associa- 


tion and a lunch room was opened on 
St. Valentines Day, 1894. For five 
years the lunch-room was carried on 
with volunteer help, young women 
regularly reporting for duty as wait- 
resses. 

Steady growth caused new head- 
quarters to be sought again and these 
were found at No. 214 West Second 
street, the location of the old City 
Jail. The association moved there in 
1897. The Conservative Life Build- 
ine at Third and Hill was the next 
home, in 1902, and in August, 1908, 
the permanent home was occupied 
at 251 South Hill street, following the 
first whirlwind campaign ever con- 
ducted by women in the United States. 

“How the Association Got Its First 
President” was the title of an inter- 
esting paper written by Mrs. W. C. 
Patterson, for ninetéen years treas- 
urer, and read by her daughter, Mrs. 
Harry Callender. The first officers 
were: President, Mrs. Z. D. Mathuss; 
first vice-president, Dr. Rose T. Bul- 
lard; second vice-president, Miss Em- 


ma Rider (later Mrs. F. A. Dewey, 


president for thirteen years:) third 
vice-president, Mrs. 8. V. Landt: 
treasurer, Mrs. 8. K. Sweet: auditor, 
Mrs. L. A. Ross, and recofding sec- 
retary, Mrs. George W. White.

Other Methods Having Failed, Dis- 
trict Attorney's Office Attacks the

Suit to permanently close the Moun- 
tain Club, a resort near Glendale, was 
filed yesterday in the Superior Couft 
by Deputy District Attorney McCart- 
ney. On numerous occasions special 
officers of the District Attorney's or- 
fice have endeavored to secure suffi- 
cient evidence to warrant a raid of 
the place, but the efforts have proved 
futile. A new method of attack was

tained their own liquor supply. Fre- 
quent charges were brought by resi- 
dents in the district that young girls 
and women were brought from Los 
Angeles to participate in the alleged 
revelry. 

It was charged before the Board of 
Supervisors several weeks ago that the 
officers had failed to exercise due dili- 


‘gence in going after the place. This/s 


was emphatically denied by Dist.-Atty. 
Woolwine, who declared frequent ef- 
forts had been made to secure evi- 
dence that would convict. 

About a week ago the backers of 
the club received information of an 
intended raid. They immediately 
closed the doors and moved out most 
of the furniture.

Here, as in “Children of the Soil,” 
the action of the figures is simple and 
true, with so touch of the theatrical. 
In both pictures the brush work is 
very broad and unaffected, the method 
of a finely sincere painter, and in 
Sach case the color scheme is highly 

attractive, for at his best Rollins ts a 
colorist of vibrant power. 

This feeling for color is displayed 
in many of the landscape studies of 
the desert now shown in the Pasa- 
dena callery—being the most brilliant, 
indeed, in the smallest of the canvases. 
“Domestic Life,” which glows like a 
jewel, ‘Equally lovely, though in a very 
different way, is Desert Mesa.“ whose 
distant mesa is of a lavender 80 ex- 
quisite and so rare that it would be 
dificult to describe it. The difference 
in beauty extends to “The Desert 
Moon,” “Pivening on the Desert“ and 
“Desert Mood,” all of which have 
skies of a limpid clearness that car- 
ries no suggestion: of paint. Rollin’s 
skies are almost tnvariably fine. 

The largest landscape in the collec- 
tion is also the best. This te “The 

Storm.“ of course, a desert subject. 
Ite truth to nature holds vou tn thrall. 
and it is only after thie truth has 
“sunk in“ that you begin to note 
how simply it has been attained, how 
perfectly the technique carries the 
theme. I know of no picture by Rol- 


which is more thoroughly satisfactory 
in every way. It appeals to laymen 
and elect, to him who knows what 
he likes and to him who knows why 
he likes,

it might be well to warn the 

public that anything I may now 
say cannot be used against me. What- 
ever is written about pictures by any- 
one at this early stage in their de- 
velopment should be accepted as com- 
ment and speculation, rather than as 
advice or criticism. 

The public likes pictures and wants 
to know what will make them better. 
A great many persons are looking for 
the answer. It will never be found by 
assuming that because a few men have 
made some good pictures they cannot 
make bad ones, or that nobody else 
except a few men can make good 


ones. 
No idea will come to grief sooner 


than that-the king can do no harm. 


Kings may both do and come to 
harm, and they generally do if they 
go far enough in the wrong direc- 
tion. It would be taking an unfair 
advantage of our absent brothers to 
go down the line proving this, yet 
it could be proved all the way from 
Solomon to Napoleon. ) 

Possibly only the Hebrew scholar 
could tell you of the disastrous side 
of Solomon's career. Such an adept 
in letters is more likely to dwell up- 
on the fact that Solomon was a truly 
great Violinist than that his domestic 
affairs were somewhat spectacular, 
and for him the romance of Solo- 
mon's history lies not in the fact that

doing nothing but striking a rock 
once too often when working on an 
early irrigation project, but if a mo- 
tion-picture director today made the 
same mistake he wouldn't even be 
allowed to see the promised land from 
a mountain top. 

Not long ago I said to a director- 
general about a picture that had 
failed: “That pieture could have been 
saved, with ail of the time and the 
money that it meant, by ten minutes’ 
doctoring of the scenario.“ He replied: 
“You might have saved the story, but 
nothing could have saved that di- 
rector.“ 

It was perfectly clear to the direc- 
tor-general that his young prophet 
had struck the rock once too often 
and there isn’t going to be any

Two things interest me about d1- 
rectorship at present. One is that a 
good many pictures are being de- 
tailed to death with a fastidiousness 
and at an expense that the stories 
themselves never warrant. 

One day this week a director sat 
beside me in a theater and nearly had 


spasms because, in a picture of 1728 


somebody was wearing a hat that did 
not become popular with the French 
aristocracy until twenty fears later. 
He challenged me violently to recall 
such a hat earlier than 1748, which, 
of course, I couldn't do. In fact, the 
only hat that I had ever seen that 
looked anything like it was the one 
worn by George Washington in a 
painting of. him which my German 
grandfather always kept hung in the 
dining-room—lI suppose by way of a 
hy phen. 
* * 


While IT found it impossible to 
drown myself in a sea of regrets with 
this director because a buckle or a 
lace collar was ten years ahead of 
the period, I wished a great many 
times, in that dull hour, that T was 
in some theater where the story held 
a large and gripping twentieth cen- 
tury idea and was being enacted by 
some woman who was not merely 
beautiful, but who had grown-up 
feelings and brains and power. 
Now, TI am aware that we have had 
a long period of the petite, the 


piquant and the beautiful in motion- 


picture maidens, and so long. as the

fords and the Marguerite Clarks and 


be eatisfied with them the public will |: 


not get anything better, but it will not 
deserve it. 

As far as I am concerned, these 
pretty little things who put one hand 
to the mouth to express horror if 
their lover is. killed before their eyes 
and who swallow both hands in case 
the whole family is swept away, are 
not any more the sum of dramatic 
expression than a miniature on ivory 
is the whole of painting. I like a 
miniature now and then, but 1 
wouldn't care about a gallery of them. 
I would like a few broad canvases 
and even some murals and ceiling 
decorations. 

Billie Burke made a great stir when 
she went into the one picture, because 
her beautiful personality has won the 
widest popularity on the stage. She is 
a very indifferent actress, yet she 
draws larger houses and more mone? 
than any woman in America except- 
ing Maude Adame; and of course Miss 
Adams is too old to do this any more. 

They made a good picture for 
Billle Burke, one that served like a 
platinum setting for a diamond, but 
the same company has another wom- 
an who has made a dozen fine pic- 
tures in the past year, and who I 
would rather see in a big story for 
which she had nominated the subject 
than Billie Burke any day in the 
year. That woman is Bessie Barris- 


When one of these pretty little 
things who are so popular has a story 
written for her «the process goes 
straight to the pampering and the 
sickness that helped kill the star sys- 
tem on the stage. This te the one evil 


that pictures should not have inherit-j 


ed from the spoken drama. 

If a woman of brains and purpose 
asks for a story that will illustrate a 
big fault or a great happiness that is 
common to many women, and per- 
haps to all of them, as Miss Bar- 
riscale often does, she takes the only 
legitimate method of approaching a 
story from a purely mental standpoint. 

Of course, the best stories are writ- 
ten without regard to lessons, moral 
teaching or the personalities of actors. 
Then, if the acting is good and the di- 
recting is fine, we have something of 
genius and of gupreme worth, as in 
that lawless and wonderful picture 
“The Avenging Conscience.” which D. 
W. Griffith made from Poe's poem, 
“Anabel Lee“ and story, “The Tell- 
tale Heart.” The result was an in- 
spired masterpiece, and I wish they 
would give Los Angeles another 
cha at it. During the recent craze 
of dream plays this was the best thing 
I saw p uced on the stage or 


screen. 
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This leads us back to the statement 
that two things are obvious about 
directorship. One I have already men- 
tioned as the extreme emphasis of 
detail, the other is that many pictures 
give one the impression of being piece- 
meal and mechanical. 

Any time you find yourself. watch- 
ing how the thing is done Instead of 
being lost in what Is being done, the 
picture is wrong. You are getting me- 
chanics and not drama. 

This happens so lamentably often 
that IT am wondering if a good many 
directors are not handed merely a 
scene or two at a time and asked to 
produce it without their having the 
slightest idea of their story and its 
purpose. No can ever possibly 
come from that kind of work.

Now 
they are making one thin layer of 
butter between two slices of thick 
bread suffice when that is the main 
part of the meal. Yet still wealthy 
England is being urged to emulate 
Scotch thrift, and Scots are being ad- 
monished to practice greater feats in 
economy. 

It has been said that Scotland owes 
her instrinsic greatness to her thrift. 
There are a million jokes on Scotch 
parsimony and the Scotch will tell 
them on themselves with gleeful pride. 
He says it is his capacity for thrift 
which has made him so influential a 
force in the world. As a pioneer, as 
an organizer, as a business man, as a 
statesman, the Scot has few equals. 
It has always been declared that when 
the North Pole is finally reached a 
Scot will be found already there, stak- 
ing out a raflway. 

Just because he has cultivated so 
few luxuries, because his needs are so 
modest, a Scot can go without fear 
to the furthermost parts of the unin- 
habited world. Wherefore he founded 
and opened up Canada, wherefore he 
has been largely responsible for South 
Africa and Australia. Wherefore he 
will be found on the outposts of the 
British empire on the four quarters of 
the earth—and rising to king of the 
steel trust in America.

Or if 
it is soft cheese, served with a salad, it 
may be eaten with the fork. 


Value of Confederate Money. 

“Iam prompted to write to you by an 
inquiry concerning the value of confed- 
efate coine which appeared in the Cor- 
ner. Upon reading the letter I found it 
dealt with confederate notes inetead 1 
have been interested in confederate cur- 
rency ever since the close of the war, 
when, while in Riehmond, Va., during 
May, 1861, I purchased in a store there 
$1,000 in confederate money of all de- 
nominations 1 could find for $1.75 of 
United States money. The confederate 
government in 1864 issued notes of the 
denominations of 50 cents, $1, $2, 65. $10. 
$20. $50, 8100, and $500. all of which can 
now be bought for from 3 to cents each 
I never or heard of any smaller than 
0 cent notes having been issued by the 
confederacy itself, but private corpora- 


tions, banks, counties, states, insurance 
companies, railroads, „te., ail through the 
seceding states iseued notes and scrip ip 
unlimited quantities. These should not 
be confounded with the confederate gov- 


ernment issues. The money of the con- 


_ federacy issued in 1864, the lest year of 
the War, on account of Ite volume and the 
nearness of the close of hostilities, is the 
least in value of all of the issues 

There are, however, three biile of the 
confederacy which today are teally worth 
more than their face value, because of 
their rarity. These are the 66 Mancuv- 
rier’ note of July 2, 1861; the $10 note 
with female, eagle, and shield in the cor- 
ner, and the $5 note with Indian princess 
to right, of Sept. 2, 1861. 

The $1,000 and §500 notes issued in 
Montgomery in 1561 are the highest priced 
notes of any issued by the confederacy. 
That government never issued any metal- 
lie currency for cireulation, although it 
struck off the reverse side of four silver 
dollare with the obverse side of some 
United States coins. M. I.“ 

Despite the length of the letter I have 
printed it almost entire because of the 
interest of the subject matter and the evi- 
dent knowledge of the weiter of the topic 
he treate. I would edvise those who 
write constantly asking the value of cer- 
tain confederate notes to cut out. this 
letter and keep it for reference in the 
future.

FTER receiving parole, which gave 
A me freedom on the seven by eight 
miles of the Island of St. Helena, 
the impulse naturally was to visit all points 
of historical interest.

He accepted a small 
present and agreed to show us the Govern- 
or’s house. As we neared the house, which 
stood on an eminence, I noticed an elderly 
couple seated under a wide veranda. Our 
guard endeavored to evade their notice, 
but the old gentleman called to the guard, 
and we followed, somewhat chagrined at 
being discovered. 

“Who are these men?” asked the old man. 
I noticed the guard's embarrassment, and 
braced up courage and walked up near the 
old couple and saluted them politely.

I asked whether the King’s fifty-odd wives 
were all invited. “Oh, no,” answered the 
dear old lady; “we could not, because they 
were not taught civilized customs.” Miss 
Colenbrander, Dinisulu’s tutor, had her 
hands full straightening him up. I remem- 
bered that Dinizulu, when taken to St. Hel- 
ena, co ‘4n’t speak a word of English, and 
after his release, when he returned to At- 
rica, he was interviewed by a reporter of 
the Natal Mercury, at Durban, and among 
other things, when asked what he thought 
of the English language, he said, “Ah, it's 
all right, but the inefficiency of the idiom 
makes it difficult to express one’s self.” 

After thanking the courteous Governor and 
his spouse we continued our exploration, 
and, after an hour’s walk, entered the 
grounds surrounding the late Emperor's 
house at Longwood. Wending our way 
through poorly-kept little lanes and shrub- 
bery, we soon stood in front of the original 
historic Napoleon house, with all its sad 
memories and tragic associations flashing 
‘hrough my brains. 


Longwood lies on the windward side of 
the island in the midst of a sort of plain, 
on the summit of an elevation some 1800 
feet above sea level. It is bleak and somber 
in appearance. Some scattered trees form 
the only relief of this desolate picture. 
These trees were chiefly of the gumwood 
variety, and were all bent in one direction, 
the crowns drooping downward, adding to 
the pathos of this already sad landscape 
view. 


Of Great Historic interest. 


‘Napoleon's House,“ as this place is 
called, is a very simple structure of about 
six rooms, all on the ground floor. It is 
now the property of the government of 
France, occupied by a consular agent of 
that government, This gentleman received 
us courteously, and conducted our little 
group through the building, explaining the 
historic points of interest and answering the 
showers of questions which we involun- 
tarily hurled at him. 

In the first room was a large marble bust 
of the late Emperor. The third room was 
kept - Sacredly closed, and opened to only a 
few visitors. This was the room in which 
the Emperor died. We were shown the 
place where his bed stood, and the spot 
where the Emperor's body rested while 
awaiting final interment. The oldfash- 
ioned canopied wooden bedstead, used by 
the Emperor, was still in the same room 
where its imperial occupant used it. This 
was about the only piece of furniture the 
French government was able to procure and 
to save from the wreck. * The rest of the 
furniture the British government had taken 
and destroyed in order to eliminate all 
vestige of the Emperor's associations, or 
belongings, and so forever blot out his mem- 
ory. . How sadly these Britishers under- 
estimated the name, the history and the 
career of this greatest of all soldiers; for 
in spite of individual opinion of Napoleon, 
who can deny him first place in the pages 
of history, in the halls of fame, or of those 
heroes of great deeds, of ancient as well 
as modern times? 

After viewing all that was of interest in- 
side the historic structure we passed out 
through the room whence we had entered. 
1 tarried before the big white marble bust 
of Napoleon, as by inspiration. It seemed 
as if the spirit of Napoleon mingled in the 
atmosphere about us; the late Emperor's 
eyes seemed to follow us, the marble coun- 
terpart of this wonderful man seemed to 
gaze out of those steel eyes; the lips 
seemed to speak words of sympathy to his 
fellows in misery. When at last we emerged 
into the open, the fresh air revived my 
brain, and our party, with misty eyes and 
heavy hearts, breathed relief.

process was at work. 
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T IS impossible that anyone who has 
been closely associated with the Mis- 
sion Indians should not at times specu- 
late upon the future of this interesting and 
pathetic remnant of a once numerous peo- 


ple. Will they go on indefinitely as they 


now are, isolated groups in a world of folk 
utterly different in color, habits, aims and 


traditions? Or will they be absorbed by a 
very gradual process, white tendencies and 
standards ever in the ascendant and slowly 
but surely predominating, till all is a homo- 
geneous population? ‘There is a wide differ- 
ence of opinion on this matter among those 
whose pronouncements must carry weight. 
The collateral query, which of the two, iso- 
lation or amalgamation, would be best for 
the Indians themselves, raises perhaps 
more, and more heated discussion. When 
we try to picture to ourselves the suffering 
of this gentle race under the vicissitudes 
occasioned them by mysterious flats issuing 
from a remote veat of authority, we are 
shaken to the heart; and not the less when 
we observe their helplessness, their 
patience, their kindliness and hospitality 
among themselves. Their simple honesty, 
their independence of the sovereignty of the 
dollar, their comparative indifference to 
material possessions and the subtle symbol- 
ism expressed in some of their rites and 
customs, are strangely moving to one who 
looks beneath the surface. — 

They have an instinctive courtesy, quite 
untutored, and lacking the glib facility of 
the American white, but always to be ob- 
served when they are in positions naturally 
trying and calling for self-control and good 
manners, They are quietly unembarrassed, 
and seem to take readily to all the small 
amenities of civilized intercourse, with, per- 
haps, a few exceptions, of which I will name 
two. First, they can never be depended 
upon to recognize the moment when a bust 
ness or social visit has reached its proper 
termination, and have to be tactfully as- 
sisted in the matter. Secondly, they very 
seldom express gratitude in words, though 
the young girls fresh from school occasion- 
ally voice thanks for some little gift or at- 
tention in very pretty language, or a nicely 
executed note. 

The first mentioned characteristic is the 
outcome, no doubt, of the Indian's tempera- 
mental deliberateness, and his slight appre- 
ciation of the walue of time. He is not a 
hustier. The first part of Goethe's—or was 
it Schiller’s?—expression, “without haste,” 
would fit him perfectly, but not the last, 
“without rest.” This is not to be construed 
into a charge of indolence. My personal ex- 
perience with the Indian girls has left me 
with the impression that they accomplish 
quite as much as the average white girl, and 
with far less noise and bustle. 

But it is not the future of the race in gen- 
eral that this article purposes to consider, 
but rather the fitness of the Indian girl for 
one occupation always open to her, that of 
domestic employment. My observation leads 
me to judge her pre-eminently fitted for such 
employment. It is true I have usually been 
so circumstanced as to be able to learn 
about and to secure the more desirable and 
intelligent girls from neighboring reserva- 
tions, my husband being for some time en- 
gaged in government allotment work. His 
understanding of their peculiarities has 
also been of help to me in my dealing with 
these dark hand-malds, and I have a natural 
liking for them which some people have 
not. I find them very human and appealing; 
their color, their figures (or lack of figures,) 
their deliberateness of movement amount- 
ing, often, to heaviness, all these are not ob- 
jjectionable-to me, or at least are offset by 
substantial advantages. 

In these days of progressive kitchen serv- 
ice, where, one might almost say, a cook pre- 
pares bredkfast in one house, lunch in an- 
other and dinner in a third, with due giving 
lot notice between, it is.a comfort to me to 
look back on months of quiet security, with 
a contented Indian maid in the kitchen who 
had no wish for nor intention of leaving. 

Indeed I have a vivid remembrance of my 
futile and rather comical attempt to dis- 
charge one Indian girl. She had been most 
satisfactory except for a single fault; she 
could not be depended upon to come back, 
on her afternoon out, at the proper time. It 
was very trying, but I put up with it, as she 
was such a comfort in every other way. 
Finally when I offered her an entire day to 
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go off and have a good time with a friend of 
hers who had come unexpectedly, and she 
stayed three days, I told her I would not 
keep her any longer, and that she might 
pack her trunk and leave. Such an aston- 
ished and dismayed damsel I never saw. She 
and promised in her halting Eng- 
lish, but I was firm; she wept and begged, 
but I reminded her of my past patience and 
of her new offense, and was unmoved. She 
dissolved in tears and promised again. 1 
finally took my sewing and went out on the 
porch, whither she followed me, apparently 
unable to finish her morning work under 
such affliction. She hung around me an 
hour, two hours, in dumb misery, watching 
my face with her sad black eyes for any 
least sign of relenting. At last—she was 
bigger than I and I could hardly enforce my 
edict by physical means—I went over her 
delinquencies again with her, and after some 
discussion we came to an arrangement and 
she departed to her neglected dishes a 
chastened but comforted creature. 

It was about ten years ago that I decided 
to try a “summer girl.” Sherman Institute, 
the government school at Riverside for the 
training of Indian children, sends out each 
spring into private families a number of 
young girls for domestic service, their skill 
and consequent wages depending .on the 
number of months or years they have spent 
at the school. The ordinary course is three 
or four years. I made my decision with 
some misgivings, for my experfence with In- 
dian women, as day help, some years before, 
had not been altogether satigfactory. Old 
Marcelina, who had done my washing, would 
have rubbed and wrung and rinsed all day 
long without a murmur; but as my family 
Was small and the washing took barely the 
forenoon, I planned to hdve the afternoon 
devoted to ironing. This did not meet with 
Marcelina’s approval: she flatly refused, 
with very uncomplimentary remarks for the 
lady who would have a woman do “two kinds 
of work in one day.” The utmost concession 
she would make was the cleaning of the 
kitchen floor. 


The younger generations are more pliant; 
certainly those who have enjoyed the tute- 
lage of Sherman Institute, or that of Father 
Hahn's school at Banning, are so. I realize 
that four out of the seven girls I have em- 
ployed were very young; years might lessen 
their submissiveness, yet recalling the 
months with Orvana and Brigida, who were 
20 and 23 respectively, I do not recognize 
any special induration, only more poise and 
capability. 

The Riverside school sends to the em- 
ployer, with the girl, a printed form of regu- 
lations or instructions, which is of great 
help in the situation. Usually the woman at 
the head of the “Outing Department” accom- 
panies a group of girls going to any neigh- 
boring town for domestic service, and sees 
them well installed. I asked Miss Jewett, 
of the Sherman outing department, if she 
could give me any hint in the handling of 
my girls. She did give me a good many; one 
I recall especially. She said, “If you ask a 
girl a question and she does not answer at 
once, nor as fully as you wish, be patient 
and do not insist, but use a little manage- 
ment if necessary, to get your reply. Indian 
girls are not as ready as whites; they do 


not like to be pressed for an answer; it 


seems to them a discourtesy, it confuses 
and antagonizes them, they appear sulky 
and the mistress is annoyed and discour- 


Another peculiarity I have noticed: On 
being questioned as to her acquirements an 
Indian girl is very noncommittal. You have 
to find out what she can do by trying her. | 
made the mayonnaise for weeks before | 
accidentally discovered that Orvana could 
do it perfectly. I think this comes from no 
desire to avoid the work, but ffom an in- 
stinctive reserve and modesty. 

My first little maid, Carmelita, was a 
treasyre. She was only 16, but such a good 
little cook and waitress that friends from 
the Nast visiting me were warm in their 
praises of her accomplishments. She was 
very comely, having more the facial charac- 
teristics of a handsome Sioux than of the 
Mission Indian. Years later, when she was 
a grown woman of 25, she was engaged on 
my recommendation by a family which had 
hitherto employed only superior white help, 
and she gave entire satisfaction, for several 
years. | 
„ Chona was with me a few years later, and 


I soon found her ability to learn and so im- 
prove was very limited. Reflecting upon 
the experience in the light of recent scien- 
tific investigations I am inclined to think 
that Chona was a moron, as I never suc- 
ceeded in teaching her to tell time by the 
clock, though I never quite gave it up. Her 
use of English, also, was less free than 
usual; she had never mastered the articles. 
Her customary announcement of a caller 
was, Mrs. Green, there is one lady to see 
you.” 

I was fond of Chona, in spite of her men- 
tal deficiency, she did her little round so 
well and with such cheerful regularity that 
I could not complain and did not wish to 
change. 

Orvana, the maid whom I failed in dis- 
charging, was perhaps the most efficient of 
all. Her later history was tragic. She mar- 
ried and I heard that her husband was de- 
voted to her and could hardly bear her out 
of his sight. After her death from tuber- 
culosis, following the birth of her first child, 
the husband grieved and brooded on his 
trouble and finally took his own life. 


Generalizing on my experience with six or 
seven Indian girls, I can name a good many 
native qualities rendering them eminently 
satisfactory as domestic helpers. I shall 
not include neatness and obedience to or- 
ders, as these in some measure are required 
of all who serve in a home. 


First, the Indian girl is almost invariably 
fond of, and sympathetic with, children. 

Children are not looked upon by her as a 
trouble and an extra care, but as an added 
interest, a real pleasure, a natural and 
valued accessory of the family. With some 
instructions and oversight, I am confident 
that any one of the girls I employed would 
have made a good nursemaid, though my 
own children were all grown beyond the 
need of such attention. 

Secondly, Indians have an inherent re- 
spect and affection for the aged. Any little 
attention or service asked of them by the 
grandmother of the family is gladly and 
promptly rendered. One feels that they have 
not been following this line of work for self- 
support long enough to have grown hard- 
ened or unresponsive; one’s relations with 
them are human, instead of perfunctory or 
politic. 

Thirdly, I have found that they perform 
their duties with an unobtrusive, plodding 
industry that wins through an exacting rou- 
tine of labor in a day, while the atmosphere 
of the laborer and her kitchen is pervaded 
with an unruffled ¢alm, most restful to ob- 
serve. This quiet faithfulness would make 
many of the Indian girls easy prey to an 
unscrupulous or careless mistress. I have 
times unnumbered had to go to the kitchen 
and literally drive Brigida or Josefa off for 
the afternoon rest or recreation allowed for 
on my daily schedule. If anything had hin- 
dered, or any small task had taken longer 
than we expected, it would have been un- 
complainingly finished at the expense of 
part or all of the leisure usually so valued 
and so rightfully insisted upon by the white 
maid. 

Fourthly, Indian girls as a rule have a 
very light, sure touch in handling fragile 
wares such as glass, china and silver. Their 
hands are usually small and delicately fash- 
ioned; they do not clutch a thin finger-bow!l 
or eggshell cup with the plowboy grip of 
the Irish, Swede or German. There will be 
occasional accidents, of course the most 
careful mistress has them herself, lest she 
forget!—but they will be few and sincerely 
deplored, albeit in scant words, or none. It 
is this digital deftness largely which secures 
them the success they have achieved in the 
recently introduced lace-making. 

Fifthly, Indian girls seem to have a nat- 


urally quite good taste in dress, and the 


school training strengthens this. You will 
not be tried by flashy jewelry, freak styles 
or loud colors in the costume of your Mis- 
sion maid. A white blouse and dark skirt 
is the usual choice, advised if not required 
by the schools. 

Sixthly, they are almost invariably honest. 
They are also singularly free from the baser 
forms of curiosity. I have had more than 
one white maid who would investigate my 
belongings In my absence, but never an In- 
dian girl. This self-respecting honesty is a 
prominent trait in the race. Seldom is a 
debt forgotten or evaded, and the man about 
to die will often enjoin upon those remain- 
ing, to settle all his indebtedness without 
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loss of time, after his demise. The custom 
of unlocked doors, night and day, prevails 
everywhere at one reservation in my 
knowledge. 

Seventhly, I have found Indian girls far 
more inclined to economy, either naturally 
or in obedience to orders, than white girls. 
I have a vivid memory of surprising one 
very high-class, high-priced cook of mine in 
the act of throwing away thick, sweet cream, 
to save herself stirring it into butter. An- 
other enriched the garbage can with nearly 


a pint of delicious chicken fricassee, and 


beautiful. golden brown muffins, left from 
breakfast. 

Eishthly, in most cases one has no trou- 
ble about “followers” when an Indian maid 
is the kitchen incumbent. If there is one 
girl friend near, of her own race, whom she 
can see now and then, that seems to serve 
all purposes of social intercourse, as regards 
those girls who are only vacation help. 
Those who are older and have done with 
school, expect to go home once a year, to 
visit their relations and renew old friend- 
ships. 

Lastly, Indian girls are seldom ill-tem- 
pered; they are silent, and occasionally one 
feels that they are displeased, “put out” as 
the expression is, but almost never “Saucy 
or disrespectful. | 

I have no intention of representing these 
sistérs in bronze as angelic ministrants, but 
if any harassed mistress of a home and 
mother of children will meditate seriously 
on the qualities that I have described, she 
will comprehend their value in the average 
household of limited income but refined 
ideals. I should not recommend an Indian 
maid for people of large means who require 
a great deal of style in the menage, and 
sophistication in its retainers. 

I suspect that not a few of those genu- 
mely interested in Indian women, their 
prospects and future, have other aims for 
them such as would hold them to the tub, 
the sink and the range. I am aware that my 
advocacy of this humble occupation for them 
may lack imagination and progressiveness, 
may even be subtly suffused with self-inter- 
est. But in considering other employment 
for them in less sheltered environment than 
that of a home, objections at once arise. 
These women are hardly fitted as yet to 
take care of themselves in certain particu- 
lars. They have a yielding disposition, a 
lack of what we term “backbone,” which 
would render many avenues of activity full 
of danger for them. They are too easily 
persuaded. Where they develop quickness, 
decision, independence, there is usually an 
admixture of white or Mexican blood.. The 
Orvana, whom I have spoken of as one of 
my best and most mature girls, was diverted 
while en route to my house, by a little clever 
talking, into another woman's kitchen, 
whence I had some trouble to dislodge her. 


It was in view of this temperamental 
frailty that the Sherman school finally made 
the rule that no girl under its care should 
go to service in a home where there were 
young men. | 

For the present, having in mind the sort 
of life these young girls go back to when 
they marry, it seems to me that the years 
of experience in a modern kitchen under the 
eye of an intelligent, sympathetic mistress, 
may be of great value. They may be per- 
haps the best preparation for a girl's own 
future, and so subserve the truest interests 
of her race.

What Study of Our Wars Show. 


Close study of the Civil War, the Spanish- 
American War and the present war shows 
that a non-military democracy has a very 
bad time at the start of war. Even Spain, 
which hardly counted as a military nation, 
caused quite an amount of pérturbation with 
you. Exactly how you would have tackled 
Germany had you had to fight her instead 
of Spain I am not able to suggest, but it is 
obvious that it would not have been as light 
a task as you had on that occasion. 

“One good effect of the war will be the 
closer observation of international treaties. 
In an unfortunate outburst of truth, for 
which he evér since has been scarified by 
his countrymen, the German Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Herr Von Bethmana-Holl- 
weg, admitted the violation of the treaty to 
protect Belgium. 

Only a scrap of paper,’ was the German 
standpoint. 

“The ignoring of that scrap of paper is 
bringing upon the Germans a punishment 
that will be remembered for at least three 
_ generations, and for at any rate that period 
it is probable that the Germans will think 
twice before asking for another blockade. 


Present Horrors Will Mitigate Future. 


“It is probable also that the horrors of 
this war will have some mitigating effect 
on the next war. | 

“The abominable blood lust shown by 
the Prussians in the first six weeks of the 
war completely alienated from them the 
sympathy of the Italians, the Dutch and 
others. The barbaric treatment of Belgium, 
which the generosity of American people 
has relieved to a considerable extent, will 
stand for all time as a horrible advertise- 
ment of Prussian savagery. 

It has made many people begin to inquire 
as to who the Prussians are. We are now 
reminded that though posing as Teutons, 
they are largely orientalis. It is lamentable 
that they have obtained domination of the 
finer races as the Saxons, Wurtembergers 
and Bavarians. 

“My personal acquaintance with the whole 
of Germany is considerable, and I wonder 
how much blockade the lesser German 


states will stand. The present grumbling 


and rioting, so early in the war, and before 
the English, French and Russians are rval- 
ly prepared for the conflict, is a bad augury 
for German unity. 

“So much about the horrors of war is 
written in the United States that it is only 
right to point out that there are some 
slight compensations even for the awful 
tragedy in which Europe is involved. 

“Not the least is the ending of the money 
ideal.

“The Americang have shown enormous 
interest in Belgium. Their name will go 
down in history as that of the people who 
saved six millions of men, women and chil- 
dren from the starvation which the Germans 
intended for them. 

“You might cap your charitable deeds 
by landing an army of a million in Belgium. 
It would be difficult, but not impossible, and 
not nearly so difficult as the landing of the 
Australians and British in the Dardanelies. 

“But you could not do that for at least a 


year, and during these next twelve months. 


one hopes that the general éffect of military 
and economic pressure upon Germany will 
have wearied her a little of her sojourn in 
Belgium. 

“If the war extends to the length of the 
interminable struggle of Britain against 
Napoleon there will be ample time and op- 
portunity for you to intervene if you want 
to. 

“But it is in the world interest that the 
war should be as brief as possible, and, 
therefore, the United States can best assist 
by making munitions, preparing herself 
against the German declaration that Ger- 
many does not admit the Monroe doctrine 
and by assisting to make the blockade as 
effective as possible. 


“Before” and “After” the War. 


Before the war’ and ‘after the war’ are 
becoming as much a part of our national 
language as these phrases were a part of 
yours in the United States fifty years ago. 

“How will ‘after the Buropean war’ affect 
the United States? A great many people 
think there will be a rush of cheap labor to 
you; others that you will be inundated by 
cheaply-made goods. 

“I am inclined to think that there will be 
a vast migration of Bavarians, Poles and 
others to the United States. 

“It is not possible that there can be any 
great emigration from England or Scotland. 
Any emigration from these islands will al- 
most certainly be to Australia and Canada. 

“Walking through the streets of London 
today one finds thousands of Australians 
and Canadians, either on short leave from 
the front or waiting to go to the front, or 
convalescent. These men are making thou- 
sands of ties with the old country. | 

“You know all about Canada, but few 
Americans seem to realize the vast area 
and opportunities of Australia. The whole 
population of the island continent is not 
much more than 5,000,000, and she has room 
for 50,000,000 when her irrigation schemes 
are perfected. The population of New Zea- 
land is barely 1,000,000, while the same area 
of land in Great Britain holds 45,000,000. 

“But I do not think there will be much 
emigration at all from the British Islands, 
and there will certainly be no cheap manu- 
facturing here. 

“The war has set up a scale of wages 
for the workers that they will assuredly 
enforce after the war. Wages here are now 
on the American scale, exceeding in many 
instances, while the cost of living, en- 
hanced though it is, is at all nothing like 
the height it has attained in the United 
States. 

“A clever young American woman econo 
mist, who has been studying conditions in 
England for some two months, tells me that 
she finds that even now $35 have a comfort- 
purchasing power here for the working- 
classes equal to that of $65 with vou. 

“A eliver lining to the war cloud is the 
remarkable effect the war has had upon 
British temperance legislation. 

“There is no movement toward prohibi- 
tion here.

“Almost the first volunteers of the war 
were young Americans who went to the 
help of the French in Paris as far back as 
August, 1914.

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ONDON, Feb. 9. — Lord Northcliffe, own- 
er of the Times, the Daily Mail and 
many other publications, is easily the 

most influential single figure in Great Brit- 
ain today, and in the article which follows 
~ will be found his carefully matured opinions 
as to those phases of the great European 
war which will be most certain to interest 
America. 

There have been times since the war be 
gan when his name Was anathema to what 
may be spoken of as England's vested inter- 
ests, but there never has been a time when 
it has not been magically potent in the ears 
of the British people as a whole. 

I first met him soon after he founded the 
Daily Mail, which still remains his favorite 
property, I think, although for eight or nine 
years he has been the owner of the London 
Times, sometimes called “the Thunderer,” 
and by many regarded as the greatest of all 
newspapers. Its circulation since the war 
began has reached and passed a million

There is ample food 
of a sort in Germany, as has been again and 
again officially stated by the German gov- 
ernment, but no ray material for factories, 
no rubber, cotton, wool, fertilizers and oils. 

“Meanwhile, while the German fleet has 
been greatly reduced and her mercantile 
shipping is bottled up in New York, Spain 
and many other places, we are rapidly build- 
ing more warships and more merchant ves- 
sels.

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Vigor and Fertility. 


T HAS often occurred to the writer, and 
the opinion has been indorsed by some 
of our best poultrymen, that it is not al- 
ways best to place in the breeding pen pul- 
lets, even though apparently well advanced 
in development. In a state of nature it may 
be set down as an axiom that at the period 
of reproduction the bird or animal is 
usually in full possession of its physical 
powers, and so breeding yields the maximum 
of vigor to the progeny. 
stated with a reasonable degree of certainty 
that domestication has also had a tendency 
over a period of time (covering many gener- 
ations) to advance the time when the breed- 
ing function becomes operative, which may 


e be at the expense of vigor and robust 


physical characteristics in offspring. The 
fact that a pullet lays and is in fine condi- 


Ton naturally indicates that she is ready to 


breed, but that of itself does not prove that 
she will “throw” chicks possessing the 
stamina and virility that are essential fac- 
tors to a robust and productive progeny. It 
is really a point upon which we have no 
specific data. 

But if it may be deemed inexpedient to 
breed from pullets because of a lurking sus- 
Picion that owing to a lack of full develop- 
ment they may be lacking in those funda- 
mentals that mean a strong progeny, it 
seems to us still more hazardous to breed 
from youngsters in males. If stamina and 
virility are to be maintained it seems that 
we had bettet select cock birds for the 
breeding pen rather than cockerels. Poss!- 
bly this apprehension accounts for the prac- 
tice of mating cockerels to hens, and pullets 
to cocks. Here we indulgo in a little book- 
keeping and try to strike a balance, viz., that 
any weakness on either side will be over- 
come by the older sex, be it male or female. 
But this is begging the whole question. 
For obvious reasons if there is any 
element of chance weakness in either 
system it provides its own solution 
by simply mating hens to cocks. To carry 
this on a little further, leads to the ques- 
tion, at what age should fowls be mated so 
that the progeny will afford the greatest 


vigor and robust qualities? A specific reply 
to it is not only hazardous, but almost im- 


ible, as everything depends on all the 
butes that enter the problem. There 
are, however, a few factors that readily 
enough present themselves on a moment's 
refiection. Obviously, the early laying pul- 
let is quite apt to be the longer in arriving 
at the fittest condition for breeding, for early 
fecundity must act as a det- ‘ in the de- 
velopment of other desirable conditions. 
Likewise, there is a corresponding danger 
in a too early development af the sexual 
functions of the male, which is also more or 
less negative to the attainment of the great- 
est virility and stamina. In the very nature 
of things there can be no hard and fast rule, 
as each individual bird is more or less a 
rule unto itself; besides th are is also a con- 
siderable variation between one breed and 
another. In some species of animals the 
males after a certain age mature more slow- 
fy than the female; the same Is also true in 
certain species of birds. Again, there can 
be no question that under intensive culture 
the breeding propensity has been intens“ 
fied; the conditions of life have been made 
easier. It is safe to say that some of our do- 
mesticated races of poultry if allowed to 
become feral would not maintain themselves 
much beyond a few generations at the very 
‘best. Hence, is it not the part of wisdom 


deo allow for the full completion of the proc- 


ess to maturity before breeding at all? For 


other than specific purposes—broilers and 


ftryers—is it good practice, good economy, 
good business to propagate from birds that 
have not reached the zenith of their powers’ 
And when pullets and cockerels are used 
generation after generation, is there not 
danger that the progeny will eventually be 
wanting in stamina and strong constitu- 
tional qualities? Without for a moment de- 
giring to raise a lurid discussion, it seems tion 
to us that in breeding for a strong progeny 
it is the part of wisdom to use only cocks 
and hens. Especially does this apply when 
the consideration is strong breeding speci- 
mens and exhibition birds.

Pair of Fowler & Masterson’s (Duarte, Cal.) Blue Blood Strain of Rhode Island Reds. 


Rhode Island Red fowl. The male was win- 
ner of first cock, 1914, Los Angeles show, 
under the judgment of J. H. Drevenstedt of 
New York, and the female won first pullet 
at the same exhibit. The “get” of this pair 
of fowls won at the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national show three prizes, showing that 
they were prepotent in the production of 
males of the highest type, due to the fact 
that the winning males at this exposition 
were of a brilliant shade of red while the 
winning females were of a much darker 
color, the full sisters from this mating being 
too light in color. Bred at its best the 
Rhode Island Red should be a bird long in 
all shape sections, with full arched neck, 
perfectly horizontal back,. well spread tail, 
carried at a slight elevation, breast full and 
prominent, legs set under the center of the 
bird, with plenty of width between, head 
neat, comb straight with fine serrations, eye 
bright red and wattles well rounded. To 
breed good exhibition specimens requires 
birds of great vigor, because the color re- 
quirements are such that any defects are 
usually the result of want of vitality in the 
breeding pen and improper rearing of the 
young. Many promising youngsters from 
sturdy parents are ruined by irregular feed- 
ing, poorly ventilated quarters and over- 
crowding. These basic facts have been. 
demonstrated in the experience of Messrs. 
Fowler and Masterson, who attribute their 
success to three things, viz., line breeding 
from well recognized blood lines; a close at- 
tention to young stock during the growing 
period; and finally, in grooming and being 
able to detect the individuality of the best 
specimens for both breeding and exhibition 
purposes. 
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Ot late there has been placed on the Eng- 
Ush market a number of prepared poultry 
foods whose base seems to be animal matter. 
These are being advertised under various 
rather high-sounding names, which have 
been more or less alluring as well as mys- 
tifying. One known as “Lasco” is said to 
be made of meat from which the fat only 
has been extracted. It has some odor, but 
not disagreeable. The wholesale price of 
“Lasco” was formerly $4.14 per hundred 
weight, but recently this price has been re- 
duced to $3.89, and special prices are made 
for large quantities. It is stated that the 
reason for this reduction is the increased 
supply of horses, adding to the quantity of 
material which enters largely into this 
product, which has been largely accentuated 
by the European war, carcasses being avail- 
able much beyond the ordinary supplies in 
times of peace. 


Retail dealers state that the supply of 
these meat products of British manufacture 
is adequate to the local demand. They also 
state that people who raise poultry as a 
business prefer fresh crushed bone for feed- 
ing A pupae rather than the products men- 

For the most part not all the English 
manufacturers furnish analyses of these 
foods, which militates somewhat against 
their wide usage. Since the supply is in ex- 
cess of local British demands, we may see 
these foods introduced into the British col- 
onies, a fact that must have an in to 
Canadian poultry breeders. Thus thé abnor- 
mal development of war extends even to the 
poultry business. 


Proper Feeding of Chicke 


Nothing is of greater 1 at this 
season of the year in poultry operations 
than the proper care and feeding of the 
young chicks that are to be the main source 
of the poultryman's revenue later on. 
As between one breeder and another 
practices do not vary a great deal, the one 
thing that must be observed is regularity 
und to keep the youngsters growing right 
along. As to kinds of feeding stuffs, Prof. 
J. E. Daugherty, head of the Poultry Divi- 
sion of the University Poultry Farm at 
Davis, furnishes the following data to the 
writer: 

For the first day or two (after the chicks 
are put in the brooder from the incubator) a 
mixture of equal parts of fine cracked wheat, 
fine cracked corn, and steel-cut oats is fed in 
a wooden chick-hopper and left before the 
chicks all the time, so they can pick away 
at the grains and learn how to eat. They 
will do a whole lot of picking at first, but 
really swallow very little. 


“Just as soon as the chicks have learned 
to eat, however, the grains are scattered on 
the sand for a day to teach them to scratch. 
Then a light litter of cut alfalfa or clover is 
put in. From the time the litter is put in 
the chicks should be made to scratch for all 
their grain. Plenty of exercise keeps the 
system toned up and is the best preventive 
for the many ills to which little chicks are 
subject. Later on, cut straw can be used 
instead of the cut clover or alfalfa, but for 
the first few weéks the latter is best, as the 
chicks will eat the finer parts and this will 
do them good. Pieces of straw would cause 
inflammation if taken 11. 2 crop at this 
tender time of the chick’s life. : 


“Beginning with the sixth day a dry mash 
composed of two parts bran, two parts shorts, 
one part cornmeal or barley meal, two parts 
meat #ecrap. one part powdered bone, and 
three-tenths of one part of powdered char- 
coal, by weight, is fed at 10 o'clock. From 
now on the litter is kept very deep and the 
grain mixture scattered in it early in the 
morning and about 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon, with a feeding of dry mash at 10 a.m. 
As the chicks develop the dry mash should 
gradually be left before them for longer in- 
tervals, until by the time they are from eight 
to ten weeks old they have access to the 
mash till 3 p.m. 

“The chicks are gradually changed over 
from the chick to the laying grain mixture 
after they are five to six weeks old and big 
enough to begin to eat somewhat coarser 


“The eliminating of the steelcut oats 
should be begun slowly at about five weeks. 


Just as soon as the chicks can handle larger 


grains, whole wheat and coarse cracked 
corn should be substituted for the fine 
cracked corn and wheat, and at about ten 
weeks cracked barley should be begun to be 
added to the ration. At five months rolled 
barley can be given, and later whole barley. 
At six months the pullets should be eating 
the regular laying grain mixture. The lay- 
ing mash may be substituted for the chick 
mash at about four or five months.”

Purely a Question of Color. 


Chicks from the shell are radically differ- 
ent in color from their adult brothers and 
sisters. This sometimes surprises the 
novice, and may be a source of curiosity and 


worry; but ff the strain is pure, there is no z. W. Wright & Son, Prop.

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ground for apprehension. Chicks of white 
breeds are generally canary in color when 
hatched; but White Rocks and Wyandottes 
may “come” gray; Light Bre*ma chicks are 
usually canary yellow; chicks of the black 
varieties are usually dark on the back with 
yellow breasts; Barred Rocks come“ ‘gray 
on back and lighter underneath, with Wöthe 


“splash” on top of the head. The males are 


usually lighter than the females. In nearly 
all breeds there is a tendency for wider 
differences in color scheme of chicks when 
hatched than when full feathered. 


Fhe Puny and Deformed. 


One of the hardest lessons for the begin- 
ner in poultry breeding to learn is to de- 
stroy the puny and deformed chicks. Nat- 
urally these appeal for sympathy, and from 
a humanitarian point of view this is more 
or less commendable; but as a commercial 
proposition it has but little to appeal to. 
The weaklings and deformed never do make 
strong birds, and so had better be killed, 
and their room, feed and care expended on 
the more robust and vigorous. We remem- 
ber the practice of an old Santa Ana breed- 
er who literally stepped on every chick that 
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isfied women, children 
them last year.

THE BREEDING AGE FOWLS CONSIDERED.

CCUPYING a commercial and strategic 
position of highest value in the wide 
expanse of the Pacific Ocean, the 

Hawaiian Islands in general, and Honolulu 


im particular, have come to truly deserve 


the title of the Crossroads of the Pacific. 
Coming under the American flag less than 
twenty years ago the development of the 
islands has gone forward by leaps and 


bounds in the face of problems which in an 


older community would have long waited 
the convenience of conservative capital, 
proverbially timid. We have arrived at con- 
trol of the islands, grown doubly valuable 
since the opening of the Panama Canal, by 
a process of stumbling and with many 
qualms of conscience on the part of our 
really altruistic people. Altruism is essen- 
tial to and inseparably connected with mod- 
ern civilization, but that the destiny of na- 
tions mocks at human forgsight is evidenced 
throughout history. 

The crisis which arose in Hawaii when a 
weak and debauched native ruler bade fair 
to wreck the foundations of well ordered 
government, found men of character banded 
together with a community of interest to 


rescue and uphold the Constitution. The 


very dangers of the situation awakened a 


‘public spirit, which in the end not only 


rescued the islands from the danger im- 
mediately threatening, but out of which was 
evolved the determination to establish a 
more stable government. The evolution 
from a constitutional monarchy to a provis- 
ional government. followed by a republic 
and later by annexation to the United 
States, constitutes a procession of events 
neither comprehended nor sought by the 
widély scattered Hawaiians. The events of 
history moved rapidly and it seemed certain 
that if the Americans who for several gen- 
erations had devoted themselves to upbuild- 
ing and maintaining the Hawaiian nation 
as a separate political entity did not inter- 
vene the control of the islands would pass 
under some other flag. In face of a succes- 
sion of shameless acts on the part of the 
reigning King it seemed sinful and a degra- 
dation to the better elements of the com- 
munity to tolerate the further outrage of 
those who had so patiently and carefully 
wrought the transition of a nation of island 
savages to a plane of existence admitting of 
the adoption of a stable form of govern- 
ment. 

It is indeed difficult for the tourist coming 
ashore at Honolulu from palatial trans-Pa- 
cific liners to realize that children of the 
early New England miissionaries to the 
Sandwich Islands are not only still living, 
but take an active part in the affairs of the 
islands today. It is not at all uncommon 
for the casual visitor to hear asperéions 
cast upon the missionaries and their de- 
scendants, but no careful study can analyze 


the course of events for a hundred years 


without becoming impressed with the high- 
ly meritorious and successful work of the 
missionaries and the deplorable conditions 
which would have prevailed had they and 
their descendants not steadfastly resisted 
the degrading influences to which the na- 
tives were subjected, in some cases by 
naval authorities representing highly-civi- 
lized nations in this distant and isolated 
part of the world. If the future citizenship 
of the Hawalian Islands reaches solutions 
of perplexing problems on the same high 
plane upon which matters were considered 
by their forebears there will be cause for 
sincere self-congratulation. 
Practically all the problems faced by the 
United States have in turn confronted these 
isolated islands, and when the dire need of 
labor for plantation development is con- 
sidered, the course pursued in Hawaii in 
the face of exceptional temptation bears 
more than favorable comparison with that 
which resulted in the introduction of slavery 
in America and peonage in Mexico. The 
natives of Hawali, the Kanakas, were never 
subjected to the iron heel of the Spanish 
conquistadores, although galleons from Mex- 
ico bore the first discoverers of the islands. 
During the halcyon days of the New Eng- 
land whaling fleets the Hawallan ports be- 
came the places of refuge for hundreds of 
ships driven from the whaling grounds dur- 
ing the winter. From the knowledge thus 
gained of the islands and their wonderful 
climate came the immigration of families 
of sturdy ship captains, and these families

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der, with their New England kinsmen in t 
missionary field in all the work of upli 
and protecting the native population. 

The trusting nature of the Hawalian ren- 
dered them ill-qualified to contend with alien 
promoters and exploiters, and in the end 
those who engaged in the revolutionary 
measures, which resulted in supplanting the 
native rulers, safeguarded the rights of the 
humbler natives, and have been their con- 
sistent friends and advisers. The popula- 

of the islands was estimated as high as 
,000 by some of the early explorers, but 
in 1832 a census showed 130,313. Twenty 
years later the population had dwindled to 
71,019, of whom 2119 were foreigners. The 
population s ily declined until 1876, 
when, as a result of the reciprocity treaty 
and improved agricultural conditions, an 
upward trend in numbers began, and in 
1896 reached a total of 109,020, of whom 
39,504 were Hawaiians. The native Ha- 
waliians are rapidly disappearing, and their 
control in political matters would soon dis- 
appear were it not for the half-castes, who 
through intermarriage with whites and Chi- 
nese are rapidly coming to constitute a con- 
siderable element of the population in num- 
bers, and a very material ae in educa- 
tion and influence. 

The marked decrease of natives is diffi- 
cult to account for, but the same result has 
been observed elsewhere when natives have 
abandoned simple methods of life in their 
effort to assimilate the customs of a differ- 
ent civilization. The census of 1910 shows 


onty 26,041 Hawaiians, and in 1914 they had 


declined in numbers to 24,550. .The part- 
Hawaiian population in 1910 was 12,508, and 
the estimate for 1914 shows 14,236. All 
those in authority are agreed that the de- 
crease in fuil-blood natives will continue 
until, in the not distant future, they will 
have practically disappeared. 

The Portuguese introduced as olantation 
laborers are increasing gradually and are in 
number about the same as the native Ha- 
wallans, 23,299; the Chinese remain about 
stationary at 21,631; the Filipinos have in- 
creased from 2800 in 1910 to 14,992 in 1914, 
and Porto Ricans and Spanish now number 
about 5000 each. The Americans, British, 
Germans and Russians have gainei in num- 
bers from 13,029 in 1910 to 16,077 in 1914. 
There are about 5000 of various races not 
enumerated in the above. 

The main element of population of the 
islands is Japanese, who have increased 
from 79,674 in 1910 to 89,715 in 1914 The 
disproportionate number of Japanese in 
comparison to that of other nationalities in 
the islands constitutes an intricate and per- 
plexing problem, but a people so devoid 
of race prejudice, so capable of managing 
large affairs, and withal so fair-minded as 
those who have guided and controlled the 
destinies of the Hawaiian Islands in the 
past may be depended upon to find sola- 
tions for the material questions of the future 
as they rise, but the task is not made lighter 
by premature oratory concerning statehood 
for the islands. A knowledge of the his- 
tory of Japanese immigration is essential 
to any proper consideration of the present 
situation. 

Diplomatic relations witn Japan and Ha- 
wali began with a treaty of amity and com- 
merce in 1871. Scarcity of agricultural la- 
bor in Hawaii caused Hon Charles R. Bis- 
hop, Minister of Foreign Affairs, to take up 
with the Hawaiian Consul in Tokio the sub- 
ject of an arrangement for obtaining laborers 
from Japan, but nothing came of it until 

ing Kalakaua visited Japan in 1881, when 
the Hawaiian Minister of Immigration, Hon. 
William Nevins Armstrong, initiated nego- 
tiations with the Japanese goverrment on 
the subject of labor emigration from Japan 
to Hawaii. Negotiations were continued, 
and in 1883 Col. C. P. laukea was accredited 
to che court of Japan as Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary for the ‘special purpose of arranging 
for Japanese immigration, and was instruct- 
ed by the Hawaiian Minister ot Foreign Ak- 
fairs, Hon. Walter Murray Gibson: “You 
will please Impress upon the mind of the 
Minister the very exceptioaal character of 
these proposals, and the evidence they af- 
ford of the high value His Majesty's gov- 
ernment places upon the friendly alliance 
between this country and Japan, and upon 
the Japanese race a a re-populating ele- 
ment.” Later, under date of July 22, 1885, 
Mr. Gibson wrote to Count Inouye: “I de- 
sire in the rs“ place to assure Your Excel-

On January 21, 1886, the Hawaiian Consul- 
General at Tokio, Mr. R. W. Irwin, wrote 
to Count Inouye: “I accept unreservedly 
the terms and conditions laid down in Your 
Exceliency’s communication of yesterday, 
and am prepared to sign the 
convention.” 

The Hawaiian Minister of Foreign Affairs 
under date of March 5, 1886, wrote to Count 
Inouye: “Mr. Irwin unreservedly accepted 
these stipulations, and I have now the honor 
to accept his engagement and to confirm on 
the part of His Majesty's government the 
several subsidiary agreements referred to 
in so far as may be consonant with the 
Constitution of the kingdom and His 
Majesty's treaty obligations with foreign 
powers.” 

Th his the diy the 
month of the eighteenth year of Meiji, Count 
Okuma informed Mr. Irwin: 

“I accept your assurances in these regards, 
as well as other particulars specified in your 
communication, as an authorized statement 
of the obligations which your government 
assumes in the premises, and I shall so re- 
gard the understanding as binding on our 
respective governments, subject to the right 
of revoking same either in whole or in part, 
which is specifically reserved to me.” 


Up to the time of signing the immigration 
convention Japan had evinced no disposi- 
tion to force her people upon Hawali. In 
1885 there were less that fifty Japanese in 
Hawaii, but under encouragement of the 
terms of the treaty the number increased to 
20,000 in ten years, and Japan then invited 
attention to that part of the convention 
which provided that when Japanese labor 
ers had arrived in sufficient numbers, no 
more Chinese laborers would be brought to 
Hawaii. 

Fearing future complications, the Consti- 
tution of 1887 was made to limit the fran- 
chise to “every male resident of the king- 
dom of Hawaiian, American or European 
birth or descent who shall have taken an 
oath to support the Constitution and laws, 
and shall know how to read or write either 
the Hawalian, English or some European 
language.” 

Demands for the franchise for the Japa- 
nese in Hawali began in 1888, and continued 
as a diplomatic bone of contention along the 
line of “favored nation” clauses until 1893, 
when Mr. Fujii, Consul- General, made a 
categorical demand upon President Dole 
for granting of the franchise by the pro- 


visional government to all Japanese in 2 


wali, including field laborers brought under 
contract, over whom the Japanese govern- 
ment retained control by withholding 25 
per cent. of their wages. President Dole 
explained that there could be no foundation 
in law, reason or.the usages of nations for 
one nation to demand of another, as a right, 
permission for its subjects to cast off their 
allegiance and acquire citizenship in another 
country. The relation of the sovereign and 
subject, state and citizen, comprises an obli- 
gation between the governing authority and 
the individual; otherwise an overcrowded 
country could unload its surplus population 
upon a smaller country, and by the utiliza- 
tion of the enforced franchise eventually 
and legally absorb the smaller country. 
This in the last analysis would result from 
the democratic theory that government 
should follow from the consent of the gov- 
erned. 

Following the establishment of the Re 
public of Hawaii the immigration convention 
lapsed, but Japanese continued to arrive as 
free immigrants in even greater numbers 
than before, 5129 having arrived in 1896. 
The matter became so serious that action 
seemed demanded, and under the general 
-statutes of Hawaii nearly 1500 Japanese 
were denied entrance and turned back 
Japan. It was necessary to end a situation 
which threatened to jeopardize the con- 
tinual development of Hawali along Anglo- 
Saxon lines. 

Their large birth rate will soon carry the 
Japanese population of the islands above 
the 100,000 mark. In this connection, the 
present movement to and fro between Japan 
and Hawaii is of interest, both as to num- 
bers and the future effect upon the citizen- 
ship of these islands.

Japanese children in the islands attend 
both Japanese and public schools. An ex- 
tensive campaign is being carried on at 
present by prominent Japanese with a view 
to broadening the information of their peo- 
ple concerning the American government, 
and for better qualifying for their duties 
those who anticipate citizenship in the is 
lands at some future date. 

The types of immigrants brought to the 
islands as plantation laborers and their 
habitual segregation will make thé period 
required for their assimilation much longer 
than that usual in the United States. The 
women of the European peasant and Japa- 
nese labor classes intréduced into the islands 
are habitually employed with men in the 
fields and reside in plantation villages. 
Their children may quit the plantation vil- 
lages and gradually become merged into the 
general body of American citizens, but it 
will be many years before material resalts 
are visible. 

There has seldom been a prolonged period 
when the thinking element of the population 
was at liberty to enjoy untrammeled this 
“Paradise of the Pacific.” Practically all 
the problems, and more, which have arisen 
in older nations have come in due course to 
this comparatively young government. The 
tariff, education, religion, lotteries, opium 
scandals, public works, application of coast- 
wise traffic laws, and an infinitude of minor 
questions have demanded consideration, and 
it is only by comparison witb other and old- 
er communities that the commendable solu- 
tions and progress made may be fully ap- 
preciated. 

In theory, diversified farming is the surest 
route to average success in agricultural 
operations, but with the limited area of 
American territory available for cotton and 
sugar, and the assured market for these 
commodities, planters should not be regard- 
ed as lacking in judgment because they con- 
tinue to raise the crops for which their 
land is best adapted, and to which a cash 
value is always attached. : 

Following the reciprocity treaty and an- 
nexation to the United States, sugar has be 
come the main crop of Hawaii, but other 
interests are not neglected. Cattle, horses 
and sheep are raised with standards of 
ranch management above the average of 
the mainiand. The pineapple industry is 
extending rapidly, perhaps faster than the 
development of the market justifies. Kona 
coffee is justly celebrated, and the supply 
is not equal to the demand. While rice 
land is limited, the crop has always con- 
stituted a reliable and profitable one. The 
small farmer and the poultry raiser have 
as yet failed to measure up to the demands 
of the local market, and every ship arriv- 
ing from the mainiand brings its quota of 
poultry, vegetables and fruits. Notwith- 
standing the immense fishing areas, high 
prices for fish brought to this market are 
maintained through an organization con- 
stituting a veritable trust. 

Sugar is and must remain the controlling 
agricultural factor in the life of the Ha- 


to walian Islands, and eventually every area 


possible of cultivation will be absorbed in 
that industry. Those plantations with favor- 
able sources of water supply admitting of 
irrigation by gravity will continue to be 
profitable investments so long as labor is 
available at reasonable prices, but planta.

Fertilizing. 


ing organisms is when they are hun- 
gry, in vigorous health, and therefore 


in need of food. This is as true of plants | . 


as of animals. Before going further we 
would have our readers remember that this 
department hag always advised against 
autumn fertilizing. The time to feed plants 
of every class is now, in the glorious period 
of active spring growth. Two good and 
sufficient reasons may be urged against fall 
fertilization. 


The first is that in autumn all plants be- 
come more or less dormant and these in- 
clude lawn grass, which, in common with 
larger plants, grows so little during the 
rainy season that any soil contains sufficient 
nourishment to sustain this feeble growth. 
They sleep, hibernate, or become partially 
dormant, and therefore are not sufficiently 
active functionally to use any large amount 
of food. This is true of even the hardiest 
and most active plants. In the spring, 
when returning soil warmth stimulates the 
plants to ac.iof they are in need of food, 
and make their wants known by putting out 
a larger growth than at any other time 
of the year. But to place food before them 
when asleep and unable to use it is to 
waste it. 

A second reason for not fertilizing in 
autumn is closely allied to the first in that 
food then applied is wasted. Where, oh, 
where is the nitrogen (in form of ammonia) 
that you applied to the lawn in stable ma- 
What did a dozen 
inches of rain do to it? All of it is either 
mingling with the waters of the Pacific 
Ocean or so far down in the soil that no 
plant roots come within a hundred feet 
of reaching it. Well-diggers have found 
that in local fields the January rains often 
wet down more than 100 feet, and if hard- 
pan, rock or other impervious strata were 
present the soil filled with water and the 
Surplus ran off, and your washed-away 
fertilizer was so diluted that it would have 
little value anywhere. Every inch of rain 
upon an acre amounts to 112 tons, or from 
2000 to 5000 tons precipitated upon every 
city lot during January. Fertilise in the 


Spring. when the plants nedd it, and do not 


send the food into the deep blue sea to help 
the kelp and seaweeds.

New Floral Sculpture. 


NEW YORK geulptor, Alfred Lens, 
has invented a new method of casting 
metals by which it is believed’ the exact 
forms of all plants and flowers may be 
preserved, Examples of his work have been 
on view at the National Academy of De- 
sien in New York. 
Mr. Lenz first treats his plants with 


_ chemicals that harden them; then the mold 


is cast about them and into this mold is 


’ poured chemical fluids which destroy the 


plants. Then im the cavities is poured 
molten bronze, heated to the highest point, 
so that it permeates the smallest channel. 
The result is superior to anything hereto 
fore achieved. 


N CALIFORNIA species of 

Quercus are known as scrub oak; some 
species of Populus are called poplars, others 
are cottonwoods. Several unrelated trees 
are known as ironwoods in California and 
eastern States, and in England. None of 
the names are known to the Germans, 
French, or to any people speaking other 
than the English tongue. As all plants are 
recognized by their Latin names in all 
countries, why not use them? Some thought- 
less persons say they are too hard, but 
chrysanthemum is the Latin name of a 
family of plants and uo one hesitates or 
stumbles over it if he be sober. One of the 
longest names in all botany is mesembry- 
anthemum, yet it is used freely by those 
who know few plant names. To complain 
of others is at least inconsistent.

DOZEN years ago the introduction of 

Gerbera Jamesoni, the Barberton daisy, 
created quite a ripple in plant circles. Years 
afterward hybrids of various shades ap- 
peared. Then our California plant breed- 
ers tackled the matter and now one may 
have Barberton daisies in nearly every 
shade from white to crimson, and these all 
originated in Los Angeles. Some garden 
owners have lost their plants from too much 
pampering. The daisies are not tolerant 
of fertilizers or root disturbance. 


Cassia Floribunda. 


O MORE tree-flowering shrub is grown 

in Southern California than Cassia 
floribunda. It bears a profision of yellow, 
buttercup-like flowers ranging in size from 
that of a hailfdollar to that of a dollar. 
From San Diego to Santa Barbara this shrub 
thrives better by far than the average 
flowering bushes common at plant dealers. 
It is somewhat rare now but fs to be- 
come common in a very few years. 


Water Gardens. 


NE OF THE greatest needs in Southern 

California is more water gardens, both 
in parks and private places. This does not 
mean mere bodies ot water, but water gar- 
dens, pools covered with pad and blossom 
and edged about with marsh plants, not 
alone of flowering habits, but ornamental 
grasses, etc. Even on waters large enough 
to allow of boating, the shores, except at 
landings, should be freely planted with 
waterside vegetation. — 


Yetiow Ginger Lilies. 


T is NOW time to prepare 

tropical plants. Stir the soil deeply 
incorporate, by several spadings, a generous 
supply of thoroughly rotted stable manure. 
When planting do not forget to have a 
clump of one of the yellow ginger Milles. 
It is the best of several species and may be 
asked for under the name of Hedychium 
Gardnerianum. Plant in a warm sunny spot 
and keep well supplied with water and you 
may be rewarded with spikes six or eight 
inches long of fragrant yellow flowers of 
dainty form, as may be seen in the illustra- 
tion on this page. | 


The Pine Beit. 


HE great pine family of 600 species 

forms a broad belt around the northern 
hemisphere, not reaching either the equator 
or extreme plant limit in the arctic region, 
for there the northermost trees are decid- 
uous. The pines reach into the tropics, 
but not to tropical atmosphere, for they get 
into the torrid zone only by way of the 
mountain ranges. In the southern hemis 
phere no true pines occur, though many

the Aleutians. 


From that time the Russians made many 
expeditions to the Aleutians. They brought 
back furs, and the reports went out over 
the world of the great wealth of furs in the 
northern Pacific. This attracted the atten- 
tion of other countries and other naviga- 
tors and there were a number of exploring 
tours made by Spaniards and Englishmen 
which did much toward the opening of our 
great land at the north. It was in 1774 
and 1775 that Juan Perez was sent by 
the King of Spain from Mexico to the north. 
He reached Dixon entrance, our interna- 
tional boundary, in 1774, and the year fol- 
lowing came to Sitka sound. Capt. Cook 
sailed from Plymouth, England, for this 
part of the world at just about the time 
that Jefferson was writing the Declaration 
of Independence. It was he who estab 
lished the fact that there was no land con- 
nection between America and Asia and he 
surveyed a part of the coast, outlining the 
chief features through more, than twelve 
degrees of latitude. He then went south to 
Hawaii, where he was killed by the natives. 


Furs Exchanged for Tea. 


Later still there were other explorations 
by the Russians, who formed trading com- 
panies, and there were independent fur 
traders from England and from our Atlantic 
Coast. There were five ships from New 
England that came to Alaska in the latter 
part of the eighteenth century to buy furs, 


and one of these, commanded by Capt. 


Gray, took his cargo of furs to Canton in 
China, and there got a cargo of tea, which 
he carried on around the Cape of Good 
Hope to Boston, making the first voyage of 
an American vessel around the world. He 
landed in Boston August 10, 1790. 

In the meanwhile the Russians had been 
gradually making their claims to Alaska, 
and along about the beginning of the last 
century they made treaties with England 
which conceded to them the Alaskan coast 
down to fifty-four degrees forty minutes of 
north latitude, including the whole of the 
Alaska that we bought from them. At that 
time it is said that Russia had a great 
ambition to control the Pacific, and that it 
was her alm to grab the whole of California 
and the Hawallan Islands as well. Baranof, 
the man who founded Sitka, bad fur trad- 
ing stations as far south as where San 
Francisco now is, and he actually owned 
the farm which later came into the hands 
of John Sutter, where gold was first dis- 
covered in California. He went to the 
Hawalian Islands and tried to make treaties 
for the Czar with some of the kings there, 
and carried presents with that in view. 
The Firet Settlers. 


was whe established the first 


Russian colony at Kodiak. That was eight 


years before our national capital was moved 
from Philadelphia to Washington. Among 
the settlers were a number of convicts, of 
whom he made fur-traders and farmers, con- 
trolling them with an fron hand. He was 
small in stature, but he had the qualities 
of a Napoleon, and it was due to his man- 
agement and organization that Russia got 
such a foothold on the continent. He had 
many fights not only with Indians but also 
with his own people, and at one time, when 
a conspiracy occurred and one of the colon- 
ists attempted to assassinate him, he 
grabbed hold of the man’s hand holding the 
weapon and then strangled him to death 
with his own hands. 

It was in 1799 that he moved his head- 


quarters to Sitka, and three years later, 


while he was absent, the Indians massacred 
the Russians, killing all of the officers and 
thirty; men. Only five Russians escaped. 
The Indians then built a fort of logs here 
and defied the Russians, but Baranof came 
back with a gunboat and starved the Indians 
into submission. Before they left the fort 


they killed their children and dogs, and 


when Baranof landed he found the only 
live occupant was a single old woman. 

Baranof then moved the site of Sitka 
eight miles, to where the town now is, and 
he erected the great log buildings, many of 
which were here when we took possession. 
It was about the time he came to Sitka 
that the Russian Fur Company was formed. 
This was a monopoly backed by the govern- 
ment, the Czar and the Empress and many 
of the nobility being among the stockhold- 
ers. Baranof continued to manage the ter- 
ritory until 1817, when, through misrepre- 
sentation and underhand political work, he 
was deposed. He left Sitka and died on his 
way home at Batavia, Java, in 1819. 

Alaska continued to belong to Russia 
from the death of Baranof until 1867. During 


that time much of the coast was explored, 


ing Strait and discovered Kotsebue Sound, 
om the Arctic Ocean north of the Seward 
Peninsula. The delta of the Kuskokwim 
was pretty well known and the southern 
eoast, including the Panhandle, the Gulf of 
Alaska, the Alaskan Peninsula and the Aleu- 
tian Islands were explored. : 


Pierce Refused to Buy. 


Complications, however, were arising as 
to the territory with the British, who, under 
the Hudson's Bay Company, were pushing 
their trading stations from the Mackenzie 
River on to the Yukon, and Russia became 
anxious lest the territory should fall into 
the hands of Great Britain. At the time of 
the Crimean War it offered to sell us Alas- 
ka, but President Pierce refused to become 
a party to the transfer. The matter was 
again taken up when Buchanan came in, at 
which time an offer of $5,000,000 was made 
by us, but was declined by the Russians. 
The negotiations were continued, but we 
were then in the thick of troubles between 
the North and the South which ended in the 
Civil War. The pro-slavery element would 
not agree to the purchase of any more 
territory that was likely to be non-slave- 
holding, and the subject was dropped until 
after the close of the war. 


Tt was in 1863 that the Western Union 
Telegraph Company planned to build a land 
line across North America to Asia, and a 
little later they sent exploration parties 
down the Yukon and over the Seward Pen- 
insula to Bering Strait and into Siberia. 
They explored the Yukon Valley and 
brought forth new information regarding 
Alaska. They were about ready to push 
their line through when the Atlantic cable 
was found to be a success and the work 
dropped. In the meantime an increased 
interest had sprung up regarding Alaska. 


The negotiations for its purchase were re- 


sumed and, to cut short a most interesting 
story, Russia offered to sell the territory 
to us for about 2 cents an acre. The actual 
figures were $7,000,000, with an extra $200,- 
000 which was to go to settle the claims of 
the Russians already residing there and 
pay the cost of the transfer. 


Whist Game Disturbed 


This proposition was discussed by the 
two governments, and it was late one night 
that Baron Stoeckl, the Russian Am- 
bassador, came to the house of William H. 
Seward, our Secretary of State, and told 
him that he had just received dispatches 
from the Czar authorizing him to make 
treaties to that effect. Secretary Seward 
was playing whist at the time and the Am- 
bassador said that he would come te the 
State Department on the morrow to make 
the treaty. Secretary Seward replied: 
“Why should we wait until tomorrow, Mr. 
Ambassador. Let us make the treaty to 
night.” 

“But the department is closed,” replied 
the Russian. “You have no clerks, anc 
my secretaries are scattered about the 
town.” 

“Never mind that,” said Secretary Seward 
“T can easily get the necessary clerks, and 
if you can bring together your legation 
by midnight you will find us awaiting you 
at the department, and we will settle the 
business.” 

To this the Ambassador consented. They 
met at 12 o’clock at the Department of Stat 
and 


were brought to front and within 
month from that time the treaty had been 
approved and Alaska was ours. 

Up to that time the territory had been 
known as Russian America. It needed a 
new name, and all kinds of ridiculous titler 
were suggested. One was “The Zero 
Islands,” another “Andy Johnson's Pola 
Bear Garden,” and a third “Walrus-sia.” Th: 
treaty was galled the polar bear treaty ane 


the Senators who favored it were dubbed 


the Eskimo Senators. The name “Alaska” 
was finally chosen at the instance of Charlie. 
Sumner, who said that it was the title 
which the natives used and which, trans 
lated means “The Great Mainland.” 

The Transfer. 


The ceremony of taking possession o 
Alaska was performed here at Sitka on 
Friday, October 18, 1867. Two hundred 
American soldiers under Gen. Jefferson C 
Davis took their position on the east side of 
the flagstaff, whit stood near the castle, 


them. u was 23:30 
oc afternoon when the Russian 
captain ordered the Russian to be pulled 
down. The men tried to do so, but the 
flag had caught in the ropes and would 
mot move. A Russian soldier was ordered 
to climb the flagstaff and bring down the 
flag. He tried to do so and failed. An 
other man tried and did not succeed. A 
third attempt was made, and the man 
got the flag, but it slipped from the hands, 
was caught by the wind and carried out 
so that it fell on the bayonets of the 
Russian soldiers. The incident was 80 
affecting that the Princess Maksutoff, who 
was present with the Russians, wept, and 
the soldiers were visibly moved. 

Following this, “Old Glory” was hoisted, 
and the American gunboats in the harbor 
and the Russian battery on shore fired a 
salute. Prince Maksutoff, the Russian 
Commissioner, then stepped forth and said 
to Gen. Rousseau, who was the American 
Commissioner: “By the authority of his 
imperial majesty the Emperor of Russia, 
I transfer to the United States the terrt- 
torv of Alaska.’ Prince Maksutoff then 
handed over the insignia of his office as 
Governor, and Gen. Rousseau made a speech 
‘accepting the transfer. And that was all. 
With words that would hardly fill more 
than a paragraph of this letter Alaska 
changed it allegiance, and Uncle Sam added 
to his possessions a country one-fifth as 
large as that of the United States proper 
and resources that have already brought in 
more than $600,000,000, and that will bring 
in billions more in years yet to come.

Sit- 
uated here in the Panhandle about as far 
north of Seattle as Minneapolis is north of 
New Orleans, it was selected by the Rus- 
sians as the seat of their government and 
as the chief home of the officials and trad- 
ers sent out by the Czar to what was then 
Russian America. Sitka was the capital of 
Alaska when we bought the territory, and 
it was here that the country was formally 
transferred to the United States. After 
that it remained the capital for almost forty 
years, and it was not until about ten years 
ago that the seat of government was trans- 
ferred to Juneau, where it is now. 


‘Looking at Sitka as it is today, one does 


not wonder that the Russians chose it as 


their chief place of residence. The town 
has a climate as mild as that of Balti- 
more or Richmond, and its surroundings are 
so beautiful that it will some time be a 


place of permanent residence for retired 


capitalists, and @ summer resort. It is sit- 
usted on Baranof Island, within a short dis- 
tance of the open Pacific. It lies on a little 
bay at the mouth of a fast-flowing river, 
in the arena of an amphitheater of snow- 
clad mountains. The waters in front of it 
have scores of small wooded islands, and 
all about it the hills rise to the clouds. One 
of the mountains is known as the Holy 
Crosa from a figure of the cross in per- 
petual snow which shows out near its sum- 
mit. This is Mt. Verstovia. It bas a man- 
tle of white throughout the winter, but in 
the summer the snow disappears, with the 
exception of this gigantic cross painted by

. The houses of Sitka are old and new. 
There are residences that would not be 
out of place in any American city by three 
times its size, and there are log buildings 
100 years old, which were built in the days 
of the Russians. There is one great ware- 
house of logs so carefully fitted together 
that you could not put a knife blade between 
them. The logs are each two or three feet 
in diameter. They are almost dove-tailed, 
as it were. That building was a warehouse 
at the time we took over the territory, and 


in the days of Russian prosperity it fre- 


quently had a million dollars’ worth of furs 
stored away in it. At the time of the sale 
to the United States it contained 30,000 
sealskins, each of which then sold for less 
than $3 apiece. 

A little farther up the street is a log 
building covered with the moss of many 
decades, and still farther away, near the 
Russian cemetery, is a round Russian 
blockhouse which bears the marks of the 
wars the Russians had with the Indians. 

The Sitka of today has a number of fine 
churches and a large missionary school. 
There is an Episcopal church, built of e, 
with the residence of the Bishop of Alas 
behind it, and there are the large buildings 
of the Sheldon Jackson School, belonging 
to the Presbyterians. The latter are a half

Early Explorations. 


Alaska was discovered by the Russians 
during the eighteenth century, but very 
little was known about it until almost the 
‘begining of the nineteenth. It was in 1711 
that Peter Popoff sailed from Siberia around 
through Bering Strait and brought back 
rumors that a continent existed on the 
other side of Asia. Seventeen years later, 
Peter the Great of Russia, who had heard 
of these stories, sent Vitus Bering, a Danish 
navigator who had become Russian, out 
from Kamchatka to find out if they were 
true. Bering went through Bering Strait, 
but it must have been foggy, for he did not 
see the American shore or even the Dio- 
mede Islands, which lie half way in the 
strait. The strait is only sixty miles wide 
and on clear days it is possible to look 
from America to Asia. So he came back 
and reported that he had found nothing. 
He tried it again nine years later with a 
similiar result, and it was not until 1741 
that he saw the American continent and 
discovered the Shumagin Islands. At that 
time he anchored near the mouth of the 
Copper River and went on back through 
the Aleutians to the Islands of Bering, be-

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Turtles as Carriers of Disease. 


HE cause of a recent epidemic among 
the chimpanzees and orangs in the 
New York zoological garden, which 
caused the death of five of these valuable 
animals, has been traced definitely to a 


neighboring herd of turtles. The disease 
was a type of dysentery and, since these 
man-apes are subject to the same diseases 
as human beings, it is not improbable that 
_— beings may be subject to the infec- 

Hitherto such reptiles as turtles, toads and 
»'@nakes, have not been regarded as carrier of 
diseases to which man is subject; but the 
manner in which this epidemic among the 
Simians was transmitted suggests the pos- 
ibility that other diseases may be distrib- 
uted in a similar manner. In this instance 
microscopic examination showed the pres- 
ence of great numbers of minute animal or- 
Fanisms (protozoa) in the intestinal tracts 
of the victims. “There could be little doubt 
that these protozoa were the cause of the 
disease,” says the report, “inasmuch as sim- 
Mar types of organism are known to cause 
dysentery in the human subject. But the 
particular protozoa that played such havoc 
with the anthropoid apes were of a kind not 
known to exist anywhere outside the tropics. 
So for a time their presence here was a 


mystery. 

“Microscopic search was made of all the 
food and other possible channels of trans- 
Mission of the disease-germ. At last the 
mystery was solved by the discovery that 
the protozoa in question existed in great 
numbers in the dejecta of the large turtles 
that craw! about in a yard contiguous to the 
monkey-house. It would appear that the ani- 
maicules are normally present in the diges- 
tive tract of the turtle; or at any rate that 
they are quite harmless there. It is only 
when transferred to another host that they 
are able to set up the disease processes with 
such fatal results.” 


Battlefield Casualties.

Was much speculation as to how the relative 
number of casualties would compare with 
“that of our Civil War, the Franco-Prussian 
War, and the conflict between Russia and 
Japan. The percentage of killed and wound- 
ed is no longer a secret among the European 
commanders, but the facts have aot been 
made public. It appears, however, from an 


exhaustive British report, that the propor- 


tion of killed to wounded is higher than in 
any other modern war. 

Hitherto the ratio has been one soldier 
killed to each four wounded. The British 
report shows that in the present war for all 
the forces in all zones and classes of milli- 
tary activity, the proportion is one killed to 
three wounded. And it is reported unoffi- 
Clally that in trench warfare the proportion 
of dead is much higher, the ratio being about 
one killed to two wounded. 


It is evident, therefore, that although mod- 


érn armies are better equipped with hospital 
facilities than in preceding wars, the propor- 
tion of soldiers who reach the hospitals is 
lower than in any other war. 


Answer to Antivivisectors. 


An antivivisection society circulated a set 
of questions among eminent persons a short 
time ago. The answers to these questions 
given by a prominent American physician 
in part, as follows: 

.: Do you approve of experimentation 
upon human beings without the “intelligent 
consent” of the person or persons used for 
this purpose? 

A.: A quibble of words. All therapeutic 
measures are in a sense trials. Any medica- 
tion could be called experimentation. Any 
measure for the good of the sufferer should 
be tried. 

: Do you believe a State has the moral 
right to give one group of its citizens such 
power over their helpless fellow-beings? 

A: Just the same as it has 9 moral richt 
to protect the public from criminals by in- 
earcerating criminals.

Surgery an Ancient Art. 


The rapid advances made in surgery dur- 
ing the last quarter ot a century naturally 
give the impression that surgery itself 's of 
comparatively recent development. In point 
of fact, certain types of surgical operations 
have been known ever since the dawn of 
civilization, and are shown in the records of 
such ancient people as the Reyptians, 
Greeks and Romans. 


It appears, however, that certain surgical 
operations were known to primitive man 
dwelling in Europe at least 25,000 years be- 
fore our era and, curiously enough, examples 
of this surgery are recorded in the drawings 
made by these ancient men in caves. Re- 
cently some of these drawings which were 
brought to light showed that these first 
Europeans understood a method of amputa- 


ting fingers, or of treating the stump surgi- — 


eally after accidental amputation. This fact 
is commented upon editorially by a recent 
medical journal as follows: 

“The earliest attempts at painting so tar 
found consist of simple contours ef the 
hand, pressed against a wall surface and 
outlined with color. Examples of these 
which have been found are also contribu- 
tions to the history of surgery, for a number 
of these hands are partly mutilated. In 
some the fingers are defective, in a few all 
of the fingers have been amputated, though 
in none are there any joints missing from 
the thumb. In nearly all the cases the fin- 
gers lack the two farther phalanges, and the 
stumps were evidently formed at the end of 
the proximal phalanx. The fact that the 
thumb is never mutilated has seemed to 
many archeologists to indicate that the muti- 
lation must have been voluntarily performed 
for social or perhaps religious reasons, ard 
the mutilation has been compared with sim- 
flar practices prevailing among Australian 
tribes.”

Mumps 10 sock a universal disease, having 
no respect for race or climate, that it seems 
quite impossible for any race or people to 
escape it. Arctic explorers have referred to 
it as one of the afflictions to which the Es- 
kimo is subject, and savages in the tropics 
are known to suffer from it. It is interesting 
to note, therefore, that Greenland alone 
seems to have escaped this affi'ctian, at 
least until three years ago. “A Greenland 
physician has recently published an account 
of what he calls the first epidemic of mumps 
in his country. This occurred in 1913 and 
developed as the result of a visit by a ship 
from Denmark some of the members of 
whose crew were suffering from the disease. 


In the district visited by the ship there 
were, according to the Greenland physician's 
report, 2425 individuals. Of these, about 
1500 contracted the disease, which appears 
to have been of a virulent type. Curiously 
enough, however, no case was recorded in a 
child under 2 years of age; and it is re- 
ported that the disease attacked the male 
members of the population with much great- 
er severity than those of the other sex.

It is an apt illustra- 
tion of the old precept, ‘Let me pull out the 
mote out of thine eye, and, behold, a beam 
is in thine own ere.“

Immunity of Civilized Races 


It is often asserted that civilized races are 
gradually becoming immune to the effects of 
prevalent diseases, and that in time man will 
become absolutely immune to them. The 
basis for this relief is our knowledge that 
certain diseases, which only produce com- 
paratively slight discomfort in communities 
that have subjected to them for many gen- 
erations, are often extremely fatal to tribes 
of savages. 

The recent epidemic of grip, in which hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons were more 
or less severely afflicted in this country, 
seems to refute the claim that we have 
reached any very great state of resistance 
to this disease, at least. When we consider, 
however, that the fatalities from grip are 
relatively few, and compare this record with 
the effect produced by grip among the In- 
dians, we find convincing evidence that the 
system of civilized man has developed a cer- 
tain degree of immunity even to this preva- 
lent disease. 

Dr. Woods Hutchinson deseribes the effect 

of the great epidemic of influenza among the 
Alaska Indians twenty years ago as follows: 
“A colleague of mine, who had been govern- 
ment physician to the Coast Survey and sta- 
tioned in Farthest Alaska in attendance upon 
the men engaged in the construction of light- 
houses, told me of the coming of the 1889-90 
epidemic of influenza or grip into those fast- 
nesses. Shortly afer it had run its course 
among the white workmen, a couple of In- 
dians, who had been bringing salmon and 
berries in from their summer villages on one 
of the islands, ceased to turn up with their 
supplies. The workmen endured canned 
provisions in patience for a week or so, and 
then a couple of men were sent to stir the 
Indians up. When they landed at the village, 
they found every member of the tribe at- 
tacked by the disease and disabled, so that 
many of the sick were half-crazed with thirst 
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There seems to be no question that the 


cold-air fad seems to have been somewhat 
overworked in recent years. Referring to 
this editorially, the New York Medical Jour- 


nal of recent date makes these pertinent re. 


marks: | 

“From the indiscriminate use which is be- 
ing made of cold air in the treatment of dis- 
ease we might suppose it could have no 


injurious effects and that it was a cure-all 


for affections of the respiratory tract. It 
has become a therapeutic fad to hustle all 
sufferers from respiratory affections into the 
open, regardless of their age, of the nature 
of the disease, or of the temperature to 
which they are exposed. We are glad to note 
that recently some of our foremost clinicians 
have raised a warning voice against this mis- 
taken use of cold. 

“While cold is a stimulant, heightening. in 
all those who are vigorous, all activities of 
the body, it is a local as well as a general. 
irritant, and its effect in some conditions of 
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the sensitive respiratory organs may dele- ees 
terious. Dr. Morse and Dr. Holt have . 
pointed out that in acute nasopharyngitis ae 
and in bronchitis the breathing of cold air is . 
Warmful. It is especially dangerous in the few 
very young and the very old. In pneumonta gts 
it has not been proved that cold air has re 1 
duced the mortality. Even in tubereulosis, tote 
in which it can seldom be Said to be other ali 
than helpful, we must not forget that it does N 
not by any means always cure the patient, a 
and that there is much else to be done. the e 
“Extremes of heat and cold may be dan- tore. 
gerous to the body both in health and dis- this 
ease. They should be handled with the cau- 0 
tion which their possible harmfulness indi- man’ 
cates. We need a more sensible use of tribu 
each.” th

Southwest Mineral Wealth. 


RECENT press bulletin issued by the 

Department of the Interior gives the 
news of the discovery of some cassiterite in 
San Diego county. A small quantity of crys- 
tals found in the spring of 1915 is aH thus 
far obtained. The deposit so far has not 
proved of industrial importance, but the note 
in the press bulletin says: “The region, how- 
ever, offers possibilities to the gem miner, 
The same pegmatite dike in which the cas- 
siterite crystals were found has yielded blue 
tourmaline and columbite.” 


In the same issue of the press bulletin is 


news of the discovery of a “massive deposit 
of magnesite of unusual character.” The de- 
posit lies in Clark county, Nevada, in the val- 
ley of the Muddy River, a few miles above 
the town of St. Thomas. The existence of 
this material has been known for some time 
under the name of kaolin, and successful ex- 
periments in utilizing it as a porcelain clay 
are reported to have been made. These ex- 
periments have not yet resulted in the ex- 
ploitation of the deposit. The outcroppings 
have been located as mining claims, and 
some preliminary development work has 
been done. We are told that “a side track 
on the St. Thomas branch of the San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake Railroad about 
three miles northeast of the northernmost 
group of claims offers a readily available 
railroad connection, and the station has been 
called Kaolin from this deposit.” 

Most of the California magnesite is used 
on the Coast in the manufacture of wood- 
pulp paper. It is also coming into use in the 
manufacture of cement for floors, for artifi- 
cial marble and tile, and to a certain extent 
as a stucco for exterior finish. Finely ground 
caustic calcined magnesite is used in making 
a fireretarding paint. The buildings of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition at San Francisco 
were treated with a fire-proofing and damp- 
proofing paint made of magnesium. 

Tennis or Skating. 


O PERSON who has ever glided over the 
smooth surface of water covered with 
new ice produced in a couple of nights with 
a black tint to it can ever be brought to 
despise the pleasures of skating. It is about 
as keen a sport as any human being ever 
engaged in. Rut who that has lived even a 
few years in Southern California would ex- 
change the pleasure of winter tennis for 
skating? It might do for a change of pas- 
time, but for a steady diet ninety-nine out 
of every hundred beings in the world would 
prefer a game of tennis in a court here in 
the Great Southwest where the sunshine 
map spreads to the keenest joy of skating 
on the smoothest ice that hyperborean win- 
ters ever produced. 

On a Sunday in the middle of February 
The Times gave an account of the coming 
annual Virginia tennis tournament held by 
the Southern California tennis clubs. It 
promised to bring this year more national 
celebrities than any similar affair ever held 
in Southern California. The very morning 
that this account appeared in The Times 
Champion Willie Johnston stepped off of the 
Lark when the train arrived here in Los An- 
geles, bringing the handscme Virginia chal- 
lenge cup won by him in the men’s singles in 
1913. He came prepared to defend the trophy 
on Washington's birthday. A few days be- 
fore, down at Coronado was held a similar 
tennis tournament, at which a number of the 
most distinguished players in the country 


were pregent.

of Public Iastruction Hyatt appor- 
tioned the State aid to the counties of the 
State for school purposes. The sum appor- 
tioned was $2,822,136.91. The apportionment 
was based on an average of $7.54 per stu- 
dent.

The apportionment was made on a basis of 
384,397 pupils, divided as follows: Elemen- 
tary schools, 331,000; High Schools, 53,397. 
This is only a part of the aprortionment, the 
total being $5,406,990. Tt is nearly $300,000 
more than last year.

HOME LAUNDRESS. 
Beat Blanket When Dry. 


{[Tit-Bites:] Very few home laundresses 
are aware of the fact that blankets, when 
they have been washed and dried thorough- 
ly, should be well beaten with an ordinary 
-carpet-beater. This has the effect of mak- 
ing the wool light and soft and giving the 
blanket a new and fresh appearance. 


About Linen. 


To whiten scorched linen the following is 
excellent: Wet the linen with soapsuds 
and lay it in the sun if the scorch is a mild 
one. If this does not take it out boil it in 
a gallon of milk into which a pound of white 
soap has been dissolved. 

Fruit stains on linen should be smeared 
with glycerin and left for about an hour. 
Then wash the stain in warm, soapy water. 
Repeat the process if necessary. 

[Chicago Post:] The secret of washing 
with kerosene added to whiten the clothes 


is to use hot water for the rinsing. This also 


removes every trace of odor and * the 
garments white. 


When Washing Colored Goods. 


When washing colored goods add vinegar 
in the proportion of a tablespoonful to a 
quart of water. It will brighten biue, green, 
red and pink goods which have faded, and 
prevent the color from running. Tumblers 
usually contain about ten ounces liqgid each, 
teacups about six ounces, wine glass two 
ounces, a tablespoonful one-half an ounce, 
a desertspoonful two drams and a teaspodn 
one dram. Salt and water will prevent the 
red borders in towels, etc., from running if 


the towels are steeped in it for twenty-four 


hours.

Never salt meat that has to be grilled, as 
it helps to harden the fibers of the meat 
and tends to extract the juices. Salt on 
the platter before sending to the table. 
No meat should be salted uncooked, but 
after the surface has been seared and meat 
partly cooked. 


Lump Sugar for New Potatoes. 


New potatoes are very much improved 
and have a delicious taste if boiled with a 
lump or two of sugar along with the mint. 
Two lumps of sugar to a pound of potatoes 
give excellent results, rendering them firm- 
er and more appetizing. 

Cold boiled potatoes cut lengthwise and

am very glad to learn through Frank 
G. Carpenter’s extremely interesting letters 
of the survival of Father Duncan. His 
wonderful work in one respect surpasses 
that of the mission fathers, for he used 
none of the auxiliaries of their church, of 
dress, ornaments and ceremonfes, which 
appeal so strongly to the superstitious semi- 
savage minds of the red men.

Among 
the passengers was the bishop of Caledonia, 
who had been sent by the Church of England

fire. And there we sat, contentedly turn- 
ing occasionally like a roast on a spit to let 


the heat reach all sides of us, until called 
to supper. And for supper there was hot 


‘soup—and mince pie! 


It was remarkable what a fascination 
that fireplace held for us. No sooner was 
supper disposed of than we returned to 
bask in its ardor until bedtime—which was 
postponed longer than is usual for us in 
the mountains, for compared with the “hos- 
pitable warmth of a log fire in a pictur- 
esque room, a bed in a tent-house among 
snowdrifts offers cold comfort. But after 
brief and hasty preparations we cuddled 
down under ample covers and were as 
warm as toasted marshufallows until mora- 
ing. Foxes might bark and rain might de- 
scend on our roof for all we cared. 

The rain did descend, too, and all the 
trees were dripping in the morning when 
we looked out. The snow on our doorstep 
had somewhat melted, and we walked 
through slush to the dining-room. Our 
plans for a trip @ Barley Flats that day 
were lost in the clouds, and we resigned 
ourselves to spending the day in camp, 
which was no hardship at all. In fact, none 
of us seemed over-energetic, and I suspect 
that we were all glad of an excuse to loaf 
lazily for a time in the midst of our busy 
lives. 

The rock room, with its rustic furnish- 
ings, corpulent pine cones hanging from the 


rafters, large branches of curly dry maple. 


leaves about the corners, manzanita ant- 
lers over the doorway, snake skins, stuffed 
foxes in lifelike poses, and best of all the 
boulder balcony near the great fireplace, 
was a fascinating rendezvous where we 
were quite content to pass the hours, taking 
an occasional short excursion in the canyon 
to observe the winter aspect of the water- 
falls, which by their roaring seemed trying 
to discourage too close an approach to their 
purlieus. Some humans like to be let alone 
When they are in a bad temper, too.

Ware the Wolf of Speculation. 


THE gigantic war prevailing in Eu- 
rope has wrought wonderful 


changes in the industries of America. 


The belligerents as far as they could 
reach us have been using our country 
as a fertile field for ordnance, small 
arms and ammunition for all sizes of 
guns. This has had the effect of stim- 
ulating the mining industry and the 
manufacture of warlike material to a 
tremendous degree. The ‘dividends 
earned by the corporations engaged in 
these industries have been something 
never known in America before. 

We have been quite within our legal 
rights in doing this work, selling the 

roducts and getting pay for them. 
There is a moral side to it that makes 
some people wince, regarding us as 
particeps criminis in the wholesale 
murder going on from Daunt’s Rock to 
the Bosporus. Undoubtedly had we re- 
fused to fill the orders pressed upon us 
we should have been regarded as guilty 
of an unneutral act by the Entente 
allies and should have been called to 
account for changing international 
laws. 

With such huge earnings and such 
colossal dividends in these industries, 
naturally people with money have been 
prompt to invest in stocks of the com- 
panies engaged in the manufacture of 
these warlike materials. The law of 
supply and demand is something as 
steadfast as the North Star, as immu- 
table as the mountains, and with the 
active demand for these. stocks nat- 
urally prices have soared beyond all 
former experience. The Lackawanna 
Steel Corporation, in its annual report, 
compares the deficit in 1914 with a bal- 
ance of almost $4,000,000 to the in 
1915. On February 10 the total num- 
ber of bonds sold in New York 
amounted to $3,710,000. For the same 
day the week previous the sales 
amounted to $2,081,000. From January 
5 to February 10 the sales amounted to 
the enormous sum of $144,344,000. In 
the same period for the previous year 
the bond sales amounted to $75,314,000.

The public is undoubtedly investing 
heavily in these stocks and bonds, too, 
being greedy of the immense profits 
made out of them. But there is a limit 
to the possibility of dividend-making, 
and when the war is over we may very 
well look for an awful collapse in these 
industries, unless our people go care- 
fully in their speculation. All the great 
financiers of the country see breakers 
ahead in our industrial affairs if the 
public generally rushes madly into 
these speculations in stocks at prices 
out of all proportion to normal condi- 
tions. We may hope for prosperity 
after the war ceases in all our metal in- 
dustries, but it is just as well for the 
general public to remember that it will 
be normal prosperity, not abnormal. 
The earnings will be normal, the divi- 
dends normal, and consequently the 
prices of stocks will become normal 
again. 


England and Her God. 


DMIRAL SIR DAVID BEATTY, 

commander of the First British 
Battle Squadron, believes that a great 
religious revival in England is essen- 
tial to end the war. In a stirring ap- 
peal he wrote: 

“Surely Almighty God does not in- 
tend this war to be just a _ hideous 
fracas or blood-drunken orgy. There 
must be a purpose in it; improvement 
must come out of it. 7 

“France already has shown us the 
way and has risen out of her ruined 
cities with a great religious revival 
that is wonderful. Religion, too, plays 
a great part in Russia. England still 
remains to be taken out of the stupor 
of self-satisfaction and complacency in- 
to which her flourishing condition has 
steeped her. Until she is stirred out of 
this condition, until a spiritual religious 
revival takes place, so long will the 
war last. When she can look on the 
future with humbler eyes and a prayer 
on her lips, then we can begin to count 
the days toward the end.” | 

This, coming from the commander 
of the most important arm of 
England's first line of defense, is no 
mere platitude for publication but the 
honest conviction of a great man. 

While churches the world over are 
crying out for money and still more 
money with which to reform the world, 
we may well remember that, “As gold 


We in this country, 
still outside of the blood-drunken 
orgy, may well ponder on our right- 
eousness and ask ourselves if we, too, 
are not in that stupor of self-satisfac- 
tion and complacency into which pros- 
perity has steeped England.

crops must be protected by adequate 
tariff rates or the industry will be 


ruined, and this will work hardship 
upon the whole country. It is not the 
growers alone whose interests are in- 
volved. Besides them there are the 
great army of people who make a good 
living in a nice, clean occupation in cul- 
tivating, picking, packing and sorting 
the fruit. There is the interest of the 
railroads that haul these fruits to the 
East to market. And when we say 
railroads we do not mean particularly 
the Rockefellers and the Goulds who 
own the lines. We mean the great 
army of employees who earn a living in 
handling the trains. Then last, but by 
no means least, is the interest of the 
consumers, who, with the California in- 
dustry dead, will get an inferior supply 
of fruit at higher prices. 


Wanted— An Operahouse. 


A a generation ago, or more 
than thirty years, the place of Los 
Angeles on the map became pretty gen- 
erally known in America, and the at- 
tractions of the city began to draw a 
great many tourists. The people began

Pasadena was a hamlet, 
Long Beach non-existent, Holly wood 
was still a rural district, and the San 
Fernando Valley a great plain where 
sheep roamed and grain waved in the 
breeze. There were no good roads in 
the country around, and the streets of 
the city were in a deplorable condition. 
The street car service was about as bad 
as it could be, and interurban lines had 
not even been dreamed of. 

The winter tourists found life any- 
thing but pleasant when the rains came 
down for a week at a time. The hotels 
of the city were few and far from luxu- 
rious. If there is anything more de- 
pressing to the spirit of man or woman 
who is away from home, cooped up in 
a hotel or a lodging-house of second, 
third or even lower degree, out of 
health and at large expense, it must be 
a bad condition indeed. The tourist

W. Childs got inoculated with the idea 
and erected a modern theater on Main 
street just south of First.

The invest- 
ment was one of the best he ever made.
